‘GOOD BUSINESS,’ 
NEW YORKER SAYS 


Asserts Current Payment 
Should Start by April 1

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4 (AP).— 
Chairman Doughton (Dem.), North 
Carolina, of the House Ways and 
Means Committee vigorously chal- 
lenged today contentions of 


Beardsley Ruml, sponsor of a pay/ 
a@s-you-go tax plan, that his idea 
would improve the “financial well- 
being of the Government.” 

Doughton, opposing any plan for 
complete forgiveness of a year of 
tax liability for individual income 
taxpayers to put them on a current 
basis, asked Ruml, who is chair- 
man of the New York Federal Re- 
serve Board, why, if his views 
were correct, “you don’t sell that 
to all business people and have 
them cancel debts by their custo- 
mers?” 

At his daily press conference, 
Speaker Sam Rayburn of _ the 
House said he favored adoption 
of pay-as-you-go tax legislation, 
but emphasized that he did not‘ 
mean he advocated the Rum! plan. 

Rumil’s Arguments. 

Rum! had just completed a plea 
for his plan when Doughton fired 
questions. Ruml argued that put- 
ting the tax clock one year ahead, 
and skipping one year of liability, 
would bring more money into the 
Treasury than the present system 
does. 

He had also told the committee 
that much confusion had been 
caused by discussions of forgiving 
@ year's taxes. He contended his 
plan would not involve forgiving, 
as the word meant that there 
would be a year when taxpayers 
made no payments and the Treas- 
ury got no revenue. 

“Nothing could be farther from 
the truth,” Rum! asserted. 

He insisted that withholding 
taxes on 1943 incomes should be 
made effective not later than April 
i. 

Doughton on Debt. 

“I don’t believe the average tax- 
payer, in view of the needs of our 
Government,” Doughton said, 
“wants to get out of an obliga- 
tion to his Government, 

“I couldn't sleep good in times 
like these if I didn’t pay the Gov- 
ernment a debt I was able to pay, 
and thus passed the debt on to the 
boys now fighting all over the 
world.” 

Answering Doughton’s question 
about business debts, Rum! told 
the story of a doctor he knew who 
found his patients were so embar- 
rassed by what they owed him 
they quit coming tc him. Where- 
upon the doctor decided “I’d rather 
have my patients than their 
debts,” erased all their obligations, 
and they came back to him. Ruml

Would Modify It for Oil

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4 (AP).— 
Petroleum Administrator Ickes 
said today he favored barring 
pleasure driving throughout the 
nation, with modifications for 
places “right in the oil field 
country” and places lacking ade- 
quate alternative transportation. 

The bar on pleasure driving in 
the Eastern states, he told a press 
conference, shguld be extended to 


i“the whole country” wherever it 


would result in accumulation of 
oil supplies needed for essential 
purposes. 

Ickes said his program for con- 
structing plants to produce 100- 
octane (aviation) gasoline was 
“set back” by Economic Stabiliza- 
tion Director Byrnes’ division of 
materials needed both for the 
100-octane plants and plants for 
synthetic rubber and other war 
production. 

Ickes asserted he agreed with 
Under Secretary of War Patter- 
son that several million civilian 
automobiles could be taken off 
the streets and their tires bought 
by the Government without hurt- 
ing the war effort.

The War Production Board at 
Washington today referred to the 
Solid Fuels Administration for 
routine consideration a propos- 
al by Calvin D. Johnson, Belle- 
ville Republican Congressman from 
the Twenty-second Illinois District, 
that the St. Louis smoke ordinance 
be suspended so as to permit IIli- 
nois coal to be burned here to save 
materials for “at least 1000 new 
freight cars.” 

At the WPB it was stated that 
Johnson’s suggestion would be con- 
sidered as have various other 
proposals in different sections of 
the country bearing on a prelim- 
inary WPB investigation of na- 


tional transportation facilities. 

Should the Solid Fuels Adminis- 
tration find it feasible for St. 
Louis to use Southern Illinois coal, 
most of which is barred for domes- 
tic purposes under the smoke or- 
dinance, that administration could 
join with the WPB in requesting 
the City Administration to sus- 
pend the smoke ordinance, it was 
pointed out, 

Vigorous opposition to John- 
son’s proposal was expressed today 
by James L. Ford Jr., chairman 
of the Citizens’ Smoke Elimina- 
tion Committee, and Thomas N. 
Dysart, president of the Chamber 
of Commerce. In a telegram to 
Donald M. Nelson, head of the 
WPB, Ford stated: 

“We urgently request that you 
have local War Production Office 
and local OPA office make full in- 
vestigation of facts and report to 
you so that you may be properly 
posted rather than rely upon.ptp- 
resentations of those selfishly in- 
terested.” 


Statement by Ford. 


In a formal statement, 
said: 

“IT have seen the_ statement 
made by Representative Calvin D. 
Johnson, who represents the Mi- 
nois coal fields. 

“I know of no need for 1000 new 
coal freight cars or any part of 
them to handle the St. Louis busi- 
ness. Joseph B. Eastman, head of 
the Office of Defense Transporta- 
tion, is our highest authority. He 
has wired me that ample transpor- 
tation facilities exist from the 
East today. All roads serving Ar- 
kansas coal fields advise that there 
is a plentiful supply of coal cars 
to handle the traffic. They further 
advise that coal cars used for sand 
and gravel during the big war con- 
struction period are now coming 
back into the coal trade. The sit- 
uation is easing every day. 

“We would welcome a full inves- 
tigation by any and every Govern- 
ment agency of the exact condi- 
tions here as related to coal. We 
would like to settle once and for all 
by a vigorous examination of the 
facts, the false propaganda being 
put out*in Washington by those 
who have always been opposed to 
the St. Louis smoke ordinance. 

“Smoke elimination is St. Louis’ 
most cherished civic accomplish- 
ment, but we would waive even 
that if it had any adverse influ- 
ence on the war effort. We resent 
our opponents trying to make our 
Government agencies the battle-

Housewives Must File Employers’ 
Returns on $10-a-Week Servants 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4 (AP). — 
Because of lowered income tax ex- 
emptions, many housewives who 
employ servants may become ac- 


quainted fof the first time this 
year with the Government's annual 
information return. 

Treasury officials said today 
that householders who paid more 
than $500 last year to a domestic 
servant, if the servant was single, 
or $1200 if married, must report 
such payments on the annual in- 
formation return to the Interna) 
Revenue Bureau by Feb. 15. 

Willful failure to file a return 
is punishable by $10,000 fine or a 
year in jail or both. 

Two forms (1096 and 1099) on 
which the reports must be made, 
may be obtained from any Inter- 


‘|nal Revenue Collector. 


Form 1099 


must be made out in duplicate, 
with one copy going to the re- 
cipient of the money and the other 
to the Internal Revenue Bureau. 

It makes no difference, Treas- 
ury officials said, whether the 
housewife paid her maid by the 
hour, day, week or month. If to- 
tal payments during the year ex- 
ceeded the personal exemptions 
allowed in the income tax law, the 
payments must be reported. 

For those who have servants 
“living in,” the value of living 
quarters or meals furnished in lieu 
of cash must be reported. 

With the increase in domestic 
wages during the last year, large 
numbers of householHiers, never be- 
fore affected, are expected to find 
they paid out more than $500 last 
year for a domestic, which {is 
roughly $10 a week.

UF 6,400,000 FOR 
VITAL NEEDS IN'43 


Nelson Outlines Plan to 
Meet Demands of War 
Plants, 
and Farming. 


Armed Forces 


TO INCLUDE 800,000 
BOYS AND OLD MEN 


2,700,000 From Less Es- 
sential Work, 1,900,000 
Women, 500,000 Job- 
less Employables. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4 (AP).— 
Chairman Donald M. Nelson of the 
War Production Board told the 
Senate Military Committee today 
the nation would draw on a “pool” 
of 6,400,000 persons this year to 
meet growing demands of the 
armed forces and war industry. 

This pool, Nelson told the closed 
session, will be made up of 2,700,- 
000 workers drawn from less es- 


sential industries, 1,900,000 women, 
800,000 boys and old men, 500,000 
employables, including physically 
defectives, not now working, and 
500,000 persons made available by 
48-hour work weeks throughout es- 
sential industry. 

Nelson’s figures were disclosed 
to reporters by Senator Lodge 
(Rep.), Massachusetts, when the 
committee recessed. 

4,300,000 for Services. 

Lodge said Nelson’s figures were 
based on the period from Decem- 
ber, 1942, to December, 1943, dur- 
ing which he said 4,300,000 men 
and women would go into the 
armed forces to bolster their total 
strength to 11 million. 

During the same period, Lodge 
asserted, Nelson estimated 1,800,000 
additional workers would be need- 
ed in munitions and other war 
plants, leaving 300,000 in the pool 
for agriculture’s man power needs. 
Lodge said Nelson did not submit 
figures as to the number of farm 
workers required, 

Co-ordination Is Sought. 

Meanwhile, Senate leaders sought 
to co-ordinate several separate 
congressional inquiries with the 
Senate as a whole expected to de- 
cide on procedure intended to elim- 
inate duplication in investigations 
of the man power question. 

With high military and civilian 

officials appearing before’ commit- 
tees studing the various angles of 
the complex problem, the Senate 
was called on to decide which of 
two groups should look into a pro- 
posal to establish an over-all war 
mobilization agency. 
Senator Kilgore (Dem.), West 
Virginia, co-sponsor of legislation 
for such an agency, told reporters 
he would insist that the bill be 
sent to the Education and Labor 
Committee, which held extensive 
hearings on the project in the last 
Congress. This would add a new 
group to those already conducting 
man power investigations. 

On the other hand, Chairman 
Reynolds (Dem.), North Carolina 
announced he would fight to have 
the measure assigned to his Mili- 
tary Affairs Group. 

Wallace Declines to Rule. 

Vice-President Wallace, who ordi- 
narily assigns bills to committees, 
declined to rule on the question, 
saying the Senate itself would have 
to decide. a 

Since the Military Committee al- 
ready is conducting its own man 
power investigation, there were in- 
dications that leaders preferred 
that the measure go to that group. 

Irrespective of the outcome of 
this controversy, however, mem- 
bers said a Senate Appropriations 
Subcommittee would continue its 
own inquiry into the man power 
question with a determination to 
keep a sharp rein on expenditures,

FLYING FORTRESSES RAID GERMANY 


DAYLIGHT ATTACK 
FOLLOWS RAf. 


Resistance — British 


Lost 16 Craft in Night 
Assault. 


LONDON, Feb. 4 (AP).—Flying 
Fortresses of the United States 
Army Air Force attacked targets 
in Northwestern Germany today, 
following up a Royal Air Force 
night raid on Hamburg, German 
submarine building center. 

Five of the American bombers 
are missing. The size of the raid- 
in gforce and the targets were not 
announced. 

A United States Army communi- 
qune said that: “Cloud conditions 


were extremely bad and results 
were difficult to observe. Strong 
formations of enemy fighters were 
encountered from the time the 
bombers sighted Germany until 
they were far at sea on their re- 
turn. A number of enemy fight- 
ers were destroyed.” 

It was the second time that big 
American bombers have carried 
the war into Germany by daylight. 
In their first raid the naval base 
of Wilhelmshaven and Emden ship- 
ping industries were bombed on a 
heavy scale eight days ago. 

Target Not Disclosed. 

Although the target of today’s 
raid was not identified immedi- 
ately, the Americans may well 
have made a repeat flight to Wil- 
helmshaven, wheré they destroyed 
22 Nazi fighters in their first 
attack. Other likely targets in 
that area are the Kiel Canal and 
the numerous large factories mak- 
ing U-boat parts. 

A Berlin broadcast heard here 
said the raiders were intercepted 
by strong German fighter squad- 
rons soon after crossing the West- 
ern German frontier and were 
“compelled to turn back after sus- 
taining heavy losses.” 

Subsequently the Berlin radio 
said seven four-motored bombers 
“of the North American type” had 
been shot down in North Germany. 

Fires Started at Hamburg. 

The R. A. F. reported that it left 
large fires burning at Hamburg, 
which it also raided Saturday 
night. Sixteen planes were listed 
as missing. 

The British losses indicated a 
force of more than 300 bombers 
if the losses were about 5 per cent. 

The raid, the ninety-fifth on 
Hamburg since the start of the 
war, carried on the R. A. F.’s 
campaign against the U-boat by

MOSCOW, Feb. 4 (AP).—The last 
Axis troops in the Caucasus were 
reported today being driven back 
toward a Sea of Azov “Dunkerque” 
as the Red Army’s tightening are 
around Rostoy cut the only remain- 
ing rail line of escape at Kusch- 
chevka, where the shallow Yeva 
River widens out to the sea. 

(Reports were heard in London 
that Russian warships and planes 
already were pounding at fleets of 
German ships hastily In the 
Novorossisk area from whith the 
invaders’ troope might be ferried 
across the Strait of Kerch to the 
Crimea. Axis troops in the Cau- 
casus have been estimated from 
200,000 to 250,000. 

(The Berlin radio told of twe 
bridgeheads established by the 
Nazis, one opposite the Kerch 
Strait and the other near the 
mouths of the Don below Rostov.) 

Kuschchevka is 43 miles south- 
east of Rostov, but the city was 
menaced still more sharply by 
another Russian column which 
thrust up the rail line from Salsk 


_jand captured Kagalnitskaya, - 30 


miles to the southeast. 

Kagalnitskaya is on the Kagal- 
nik river, the last natural barrier 
for the defenders of Rostov to the 
south. 

Other columns were 56 miles 
east and 70 miles above Rostov. 

Reds Gain North of. Kursk. 

To the north, Red Army forces 
pressed their offensive fiercely to 
the west with gains north of Kursk, 
at the approach to Kharkov, and 
between Kharkov and Voroshilov- 
grad. 

The recapture of Kupyansk, mid- 
way between Rostov and Voronezh, 
moved the Russian attack within 
63 miles of the big German base at 
Kharkov. 

Krasny Liman was recaptured, 
heightening the peril to Nazi po- 
sitions at Voroshilovgrad. Krasny 
Liman is on the rail line the Ger- 
mans used to rush reinforcements 
to the Voroshilovgrad area from 
Kharkov. It is 85 miles southeast 
of Kharkov and 75 miles north- 
west of Voroshilovgrad. 

Another Russian force drove to 
Zolothukhino, cutting the main 
railway 22 miles north of the 
Nazi base at Kursk and pushing 
the Germans back to the line from 
which they started their 1942 of-

Recalled U. S. Minister to 
See Roosevelt Today— 
Reports of Hitler Move 

Continue Despite Span- 
fish Denial. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4 (AP). — 
Renewed speculation as to the pos- 
sibility of a separate peace between 
Finland and Russia was aroused 
today by unconfirmed foreign re- 
“ports of an alleged Finnish threat 
to quit fighting unless Germany 
supplied more food. 

A roundabout report from Berlin 
via Ankara and London, to the ef- 
fect that the Finnish Minister in 
Berlin had told the Germans lack 
of food might force Finland out of 
the war, was described at the Fin- 
nish legation here as too vague to 
be taken very seriously. 

However, it was clear that gov- 
ernment officials here were again 
occupying themselves with some 
phase of the Finnish situation. 

Arthur Schoenfeld, American 
Minister to Finland who recently 
was recalled for consultation, was 
scheduled for a conference with 
President Roosevelt today, and 
Finland's Minister to the United 
States, Hjalmar Procope, was ex- 
pected to call at the State Depart- 
ment later in the day. 

A legation spokesman discour- 
aged attaching any special signifi- 
cance to this visit, explaining it 
concerned “current” matters. He 
suggested that no important devel- 
opments in Finnish foreign policy 
were likely until after the presi- 
dential] election Feb. 15. 

Secretary of State Hull was non- 
committal. Replying to questions 
ca the separate peace reports, he 
said merely that there was nothing 
néw to be said at the moment. 


REPORTS OF HITLER 
PEACE OFFENSIVE 


LONDON, Feb. 4 (AP).—The be- 
lief that Adolf Hitler may be pre- 
paring another peace offensive 
Was expressed today in neutral 
quarters in London who said action 
might be initiated through Spain 
or Sweden or both. 

These sources, which insisted on 
remaining anonymous, said there 
have been strange developments in 
Berlin since the Casablanca con- 
ference which suggest an impend- 
ing move for a negotiated settle- 
ment in spite of the unsolicited de- 
nials from the Spanish embassies 
in Brazil and Chile that Generalis- 
zimo Francisco Franco had been 
designated a go-between. 

The Spanish denial statements 
evoked considerable speculation 
concerning their motive especially 
in the absence of any widely cir- 
culated reports that Spain had 
been chosen as a peacemaker. 

There were reports in London 
recently that Hitler’s new ambas- 
sadors to Spain, Dr. Hans Adolf 
von Moltke, carried a proposal that 
Franco act as an intermediary, but 
these iacked any substantiation. 
Today, with the Allies pledged to 
hammer the Axis into uncondi- 
tional surrender, with Germany 
shocked by the Stalingrad disaster 
and facing something similar in 
the Caucasus, the neutral sources 
suggested that there seemed to be 
more cause for Hitler to seek a 
compromise now than on Jan. 12, 
when Von Moltke went to Madrid. 

One unofficial peace plan said 
to have been tried out in Stock- 
holm was reported to have stipu- 
lated that Hitler and the Nazi 
party would retire from politics 
and hand Germany over to the 
Army. This appeared, however, 
to have got no farther than 
Sweden. 

Indications that peace rumors 
are sweeping the conquered lands 
of Europe were seen in reports 
passing through the Spanish cen- 
sorship that the bottom had 
dropped out of the Paris black 
market because of a widespread 
feeling that the war would end 
soon. 


EMBASSIES ISSUE 
SPANISH DENIAL 


BUENOS AIRES, Feb. 4 (AP).— 
Diplomatic quarters cast about to- 
day for the reasons which impelled 
the Spanish Government to in— 
struct its embassies in Rio de Ja- 
neiro and Santiago to deny last 
night that Adolf Hitler had asked 
Generalissimo Francisco Franco to 
act as intermediary in a peace pro- 
posal. 

Some observers saw the move as 
an indication of apprehension on 
the part of Spain lest its prestige 
in South America be compromised 
by suspicions that it was ready to 
serve as a Nazi catspaw. 

The statement issued by the 
Spanish Embassy in Rio de Janeiro 
and distributed by the Brazilian 
Government news agency said 
merely: 

“A report that Hitler is prepar- 
ing a peace offer to be made prob- 
ably through Gen. Franco having 
appeared in the press of various 
American countries, the Spanish 
Embassy in Brazil considers it op- 
portune to deny the existence of 
any proposition made to the Span- 
ish Government to formulate any 
peace offer, adding that should 
such a proposal be made in the 
future Spain will act according to 
her own initiative and according to 
political directives corrésponding 
with the nation’s sovereignty.” 

The Embassy in Chile issued a 
similar statement, amplifying it 
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GEN. VANDEGRIFT GIVEN 
CONGRESSIONAL MEDAL 


President Makes Award to 
Man Who Led Marines 
om Guadalcanal.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt today present- 
ed the Congressional Medal of 
Honor to Maj. Gen. Alexander A. 
Vandegrift of the Marines, for 
“outstanding and heroic accom- 
plishment”’ under adverse con- 
ditions against Japanese forces in 
the Solomon Islands. 

Gen. Vandegrift, a native of 
Charlottesville, Va., thus became 
the first Marine in this war to re- 
ceiye both the Congressional 
Medal and the Navy Cross. He 
received the latter last October at 
Guadalcanal from Admiral Ches- 
ter W. Nimitz, commander in chief 
of the Pacific fleet. 

The ceremony awarding the 
General the country’s highest dec- 
oration took place in the Presi- 
dent’s office. It was attended by 
Admiral Ernest J. King, com- 
mander in chief of the United 
States fleet; Mrs. Vandegrift, and 
their son, Maj. Alexander Vande- 
grift Jr., also of the Marines. 

Gen. Vandegrift commanded the 
Marines on Guadalcanal until they 
were relieved recently by Army 
forces. 

The citation on the Congressional 
Medal said it was for accomplish- 
ments above and beyond the call 
on duty from Aug, 7 to Dec. 9, 
1942, and added: 

“With the adverse factors of 
weather, terrain and disease mak- 
ing his task a difficult and haz- 
ardous undertaking, and with his 
command eventually including sea, 
land and air forces of the Army, 
Navy and Marine Corps, Maj. Gen. 
Vandegrift achieved marked suc- 
cess in commanding the landings 
of the United States forces in the 
Solomon Islands and in their sub- 
sequent occupation. 

“His tenacity, courage and re- 
sourcefulness prevailed against a 
strong, determined and experienced 
enemy, and the gallant fighting 
spirit of the men under his lead- 
ership enabled them to withstand 
aerial, land and sea bombardment, 
to surmount al] obstacles and leave 
a disorganized and ravaged 
enemy. 

“This dangerous but vital mis- 
sion, accomplished at the constant 
risk of his life, resulted in securing 
a valuable base for further opera- 
tions of our forces against the 
enemy, and its successful comple- 
tion reflects great credit upon 
Maj. Gen. Vandegrift, his command 
and the United States Naval 
Service.” 

Gen. Vandegrift was appointed a 
second lieutenant in the Marines 
in 1909 after attending the Univer- 
sity of Virginia. He has seen duty 
with the Marines around the 
world.

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SOFT COAL MINERS 
ASK FOR $2-ADAY 
BOOST IN WAGES 


Proposal for New Con- 
tract Conflicts With 
‘Little Steel’ Policy 
Used by W LB. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4 (AP).— 
Girding for a showdown on the 
Government’s wage controls, the 
United Mine Workers union today 
called for a $2-a-day wage increase 
for the nation’s 450,000 soft coal 

\iners. 

“The proposed increase, which 
would boost the miners’ basic wage 
from $7 to $9 a day, conflicts di- 
rectly with the War Labor Board’s 
“little steel” formula—the Govern- 
ment’s wage yardstick. . 

The formula adopted last sum- 
mer by the WLB limits increases, 
on the basis of cost of living ad- 
justments, to 15 per cent of the 
wage paid on Jan. 1, 1941. The 
miners, in the spring of 1941, won 
a $l-a-day wage increase which 
exceeded the 15 per cent. 

Formula Denounced. 

In announcing the union’s de- 
mand last night, John L. Lewis, 
president of the union, repeated 
his denunciation of the “little steel” 
formula as “arbitrary and miser- 
ably stupid.” Although acknowl- 
edging that the formula bars a $2- 
a-day increase, he said the union 
thought it had “a very compelling 
case.” 

“We might have to give back 
something,” he said, without ex- 
plaining that statement. 

Lewis conceded the _ increase 
would mean higher costs for con- 
sumers, but expressed belief it 
would be “a modest figure.” 

Even if the mine operators grant 
the increase in a new two-year 
agreement effective April 1, the 
WLB will still get a chance to rule 
on it under its power to review 
voluntary wage agreements. 

Earlier Start Proposed, 

Negotiations on the two-year 
wage pact are scheduled to begin 
March 14, although former Sena- 
tor Edward R. Burke of Nebraska, 
president of the Southern Coal 
Producers Association, has pro- 
posed that the talks start on Feb. 
16. He said the earlier date would 
assure “sufficient time” to reach 
an agreement and prevent the pos- 
sibility of work interruptions. 

The bituminous wage demand 
was drafted by the union’s policy 
committee, which charged that 
“conflicting governmental policies” 
were responsible for inflationary 
trends. 


STORES OPENED BY ALLIES ~~ 
BEHIND TUNISIAN FRONT 


ALGIERS, Feb. 4 (AP). — Tu- 
nisian natives behind the Allied 
front flocked today to stores 
opened by American and British 
forces to sell them the things they 
lacked in the last two years when 
German agents swept the country 
clean of many kinds of food and 
clothing. 

Although military equipment still 
is urgently needed at the front, the 
Allied command diverted enough 
shipping space to bring cloth, tea, 
sugar, wheat and barley to the im- 
poverished civilian population.

ROOSEVELT FOR PLAN TO FORM | 
JAPANESE-AMERICAN FORCE 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt has indorsed 
the Army’s plan to form a new 
military combat team of Ameri- 
can citizens of Japanese descent, 
the War Department said yester- 
day in calling for volunteers. 

The men will be recruited 
through collaboration with the 
Navy, the War Manpower 
Commission, the Department of 
Justice and the War Relocation 
Authority.

U. 9. FOOD KEEPS 
RUSSIA IN WAR 
WIGKARD ASSERTS 


‘Almost Certainly 
Would Have to Stop 
Fighting’ if Supplies 
Were Cut Off. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4 (AP).— 
Secretary of Agriculture Wickard 
told the House Foreign Affairs 


Committee today that American 
food is keeping Russia in the war 
and contributing to the victories 
of the Soviet Army. 


“It is the men—Russian men— 
who are winning the all-important 
battle there,” he said. “But if the 
supplies of American food which 
are going to these men, fraction 
though it is of the total supply, 
were to be cut off tomorrow, they 
would almost surely have to stop 
fighting.” 

Wickard, as food administrator, 
testified in connection with legis- 
lation authorizing continuance of 
the lend-lease program for another 
year. 

“To me it is highly significant,” 
he said, “that in the last few 
months our shipments to Russia 
have been greatly increased. In 
December, for the first time, we 
shipped more to Russia than to 
Great Britain. I submit to you 
that food, along with the other 
war materials that we have been 
sending to the,Russians has paid 
magnificent dividends. Its im- 
portance is indicated by the fact 
that the Russians are giving food 
top priority in shipping at this 
time.” 

Russia Feeds Own Civilians. 

Urging continuance of the lend- 
lease operations, the Secretary said 
Russia had not asked for any ap- 
preciable help in feeding her civil- 
ian populations. 

“Only the merest driblets of 
lend-lease food have gone for that 
purpose, Practically all the food 
that we send goes right to the 
soldiers of the Red Army. 

“The civilian rations in Russia 
have been cut to the bone. Black 
bread is the mainstay, and only 
the heaviest workers get more 
than a pound of it a day. Meat is 
no longer thought of as a regular 
food, but as an occasional treat. 
Cereal, fats and sugar are por- 
tioned out, depending on the sort 
of work a civilian is doing, at the 
minimum rates necessary sus- 
tenance.” 

Wickard reported that less than 
7 per cent of America’s food pro- 
duction last year was shipped 
under the lend-lease program. He 
said shipments this year would 
have to be increased materially, 
and that as a consequence it would 
be necessary for American civilians 
to reduce their consumption. 

Course of War Affected. 

Reporting on the part food 
played in the war last year, Wick- 
ard said: 

“IT think I can say quite con- 
servatively that food — American 
food — has already so influenced 
the course of the war thrt we are 
years nearer to final vietory today 
than we would have been if we 
had not used it very deliberately 
as a weapon of war. The food 
which we have shipped under 
lend-lease has been a major fac- 
tor in keeping the British Isles in 
the war. Obviously, with them 
out, we would be facing the pros- 
pect of an appallingly long and 
costly struggle.” 

Wickard said that in 
months the United States has been 
sending the British less food than 
was required to keep that coun- 
try’s “carefully balanced” food pro- 
gram operating on a full replace- 
ment basis, because of increased 
Russian requirements and a short 
supply situation in this country.

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U. S. AID TO RUSSIA GROWING, 
CONVOY LOSSES DECREASING 


Stimson Says Lend-Lease Supplies Played 
Part in Red Victories—Route 
Through Iran Improved. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4 (AP).— 
Secretary of War Stimson said 
today that if the Russians cap- 
ture three key cities from the 
Germans — Kursk, Kharkov and 
Rostov—the Nazi invaders “will be 
forced back to the’ point where 
they started last June.” 


A general Nazi withdrawal “in 
the entire Caucasus area” is now 
possible, Stimson told a press con- 
ference and he gave a part of the 
credit for impressive Russian vic- 
tories to growing shipments of 
American lend-lease supplies both 
via the northern convoy route and 
via Iran in the south, — 

In reviewing the war’s progress, 
Stimson said United States convoy 
losses through the northern routes 
to Russia were decreasing and 
that a far greater percentage of 
the lend-lease supplies were reach- 
ing their goal. 

In addition, he said those sup- 
plies being shipped around Africa 
by the southern route were being 
speeded to the Russian front by 
the building of new overland trans- 
portation systems in Iran by 
American troops. 

“These facilities already have 
been much increased, and will be 
increased even more in the next 
few weeks,” Stimson said. 

Germany’s Worst Defeat. 

He termed the Nazi defeat at 
Stalingrad the worst in German 
military history. However, he re- 
minded hig hearers to remember 
that the Red triumph came only 
“after a long and costly struggle,” 
in which the Russians lost much 
in both men and materiel. 

Stimson pointed to the lack of 
Nazi planes on the Russian front as 


an indication that the Germans 
might be planning a new offensive. 


He noted first that the North 
African Allied offensive had drawn 
some of the Nazi air power from 
the Russian front, and that increas- 
ing bombing of European indus- 
trial centers by Allied planes had 
forced the Nazis to protect those 
sectors with planes from the front, 
then added: 


“However, it would appear that 
the once mighty German air force 
would still have enough planes to 
be formidable on the Russian 
front.” 


The lack of Nazi air strength in 
that struggle, he said, might be 
attributed to three possibilities: 
(1) a smaller German plane output 
than “we thought”; (2) a gasoline 
shortage in Germany, and (3) a 
husbanding of Nazi air strength 
for some new offensives. 

Although he mentioned the Nazi 
offensive possibility third, he 
stressed that military observers had 
reason to believe that even with the 
new front drains, the Germans still 
have more air power available than 
is appearing on a battle scene. 

Stimson said there was little 
change in the North African pic- 
ture, but did note that Tripoli har- 
bor was being cleared rapidly and 
soon would be an important source 
of supply for Gen. Montgomery's 
forces. Already, he said, British 
and United States planes are using 
fields in the Tripoli area to deliver 
damaging blows with both fighters 
and bombers in Tunisia, Sicily and 
southern Italy, as well as hitting 
at Marshal Rommel’s retreating 


Axis forces. 


materially in the near future, 
Wickard said the British have had 
to dip more deeply into their es- 
sential reserves. 

“It is obvious,” he said, 
they can not continue this 
definitely,” 

Wickard emphasized that the 
lend-lease operations worked two 
ways—that is, American fighting 
forces abroad receive supplies of 
food from our Allies, 

“It seems to me,” he said, “the 
plainest kind of common sense to 
operate in this way, sending food 
to those of our Allies who need it, 
drawing food from others of our 
Alliés who are in a position to sup- 


ply it.” 


GERMAN DECREE CLOSES 
ALL NON-ESSENTIAL BUSINESS 


LONDON, Feb. 4 (AP). — The 
German radio today broadcast offi- 
cial orders closing a long list of 
non-essential businesses under the 
economic ministry's austefty de- 
crees which Propaganda Minister 
Goebbels has been forecasting: 

“All trade enterprises which are 
not absolutely. essential for supply- 
ing the population will be closed 
down,” it was announced. 

Food, coal, and agricultural en- 
terprises were exempted but furni- 
ture making, book publishing and 
tobacco manufacture were restrict- 
ed sharply. 

“On the other hand,” the German 
broadcast said, “shops selling lux- 
ury porcelain, jewelry, gold and 
silver goods, stamps or even 
sweets, which cannot be justified, 
will be closed.”

915 AXIS PLANES DESTROYED 
BY MALTA DEFENSE IN 1942 


VALLETTA, Malta, Feb. 4 (AP). 
—Ar Vice Marshal R. K. Park, air 
officer commanding in the Mediter- 
ranean, said today that fighter 
squadrons and antiaircraft guns 
on Malta had destroyed 915 Axis 
planes in 1942 against a loss of 
195 British planes and 106 pilots.

CONSPIRACY CASE 


Ralph Coghlan Tells Why 
He Wanted German 
Relic Removed to Na- 
tion’s Scrap Pile. 


COURT WILL LET 
CASE GO TO JURY 


“Whole Proceeding Is Ri- 
diculous, Farcical and 


Absurd,’ Judge Blair 
Comments.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 4.— 
Charged firat with the penitentiary 
offense of grand larceny, later with 
the misdemeanor charge of con- 
epiracy to commit grand larceny, 
and finally with the charge of con- 
spiracy to commit petit larceny of 
@ cannon, the value of which has 
now been determined to be $10, 
Ralph Coghlan, editor of the edi- 
torial page of the Post-Dispatch, 
together with his two alleged fel- 
low conspirators, Sidney W. 
Stearns and Ross William Wiley, 
both of St. Louis, went to trial to- 
day before a jury in Circuit Judge 
Sam C. Blair's Court. 

The State closed its cade this 
afternoon by calling Coghlan as a 
witness. Prosecuting Attorney 
Curtis J. Quimby asked him one 
question—whether the signed state- 
ments of Stearns and Riley, which 
had just been read to the jury and 
gave the facts bearing on their 
drive to Jefferson City the night of 
Dec. 10, with the intent of remov- 
ing the cannon from the Capitol 
grounds and putting it on a scrap 
pile, were true. 

Goghlan Gives Reasons. 

Coghlan’s reply was that the 
men’s statements were true. Mark 
D. Eagleton, defense attorney, then 
questioned Coghlan as to his reason 
for prompting Stearns to make the 
trip, and brought out that no con- 
version of the cannon to personal 
use or profit had been intended. 

Stearns’ statement, read to the 

jury by Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral Vane C. Thurlo, was that he 
talked with Coghlan Dec. 9, after 
having read a Post-Dispatch edi- 
torial regarding the cannon, and 
that it was agreed that Stearns 
should “go up and remove the 
eannon to the scrap heap. I 
thought,” he said, “that it was my 
patriotic duty to do so. 
_ “He (Coghian) emphasized,” 
said Stearns, “that we should not 
get into any trouble; he didn’t 
want anyone to get hurt or have 
any trouble with the police. He 
gave me a $50 check, which I 
cashed next day, for, expense 
money.” Stearns then related de- 
tails of the unsuccessful attempt 
to get the cannon removed, as 
told previously by other witnesses. 
Riley's statement was that he 
went along at Stearns’ request, 
understanding that he was to help 
with the driving, and that he did 
not talk to Coghlan directly about 
the matter. 

“Serving No Useful Purpose.” 

Coghlan said, in reply to his own 
eounsel’s questions, that he was 46 
years old, married, with two chil- 
dren, had been connected with the 
Post-Dispatch editorial page 18 
years, and previously worked for 
the Louisville Courier-Journal and 
Post: that he served overseas 15 
months in the First World War. 

“Were you intensely interested, 
as a citizen and in your capacity 
with the Post-Dispatch, in the 
scrap drive last fall?” Attorney 
Eagieton asked. 

“Yes,” Coghlan said, “very much 
interested, because the Govern- 
ment had asked us to aid in every 
way we could. My son is a ‘lieu- 
tenant,’ and my daughter a “pri- 
vate,’ in their school] scrap drive.” 

“Did you have any intent or pur- 
pose in seeking the removal of the 
cannon, other than its conversion 
in the scrap drive?” 

“No, I thought those obsolete 
cannon were serving no useful pur- 
pose on the Capitol lawn, and could 
be put to better purpose on the 
scrap pile.” 

“And you never had in mind any 
idea of profiting by converting the 
property to your own use or the 
use of these mgn?” 

“No. * 

Prosecutor Quimby asked Cogh- 
lan if he knew whether the can- 
non would be of value as scrap. “I 
understand,” Coghlan replied, “that 
it is customary for the State to get 
bids on scrap and that it does have 
a certain value.” The prosecutor 
then said the State and defense 
had agreed the cannon was worth 
$10 to $13. 

Following Coghlan’s testimony, 
the defense presented a demurrer, 
which was argued by W. Edwin 
Moser, associate defense counsel, 
asking that the charge of con- 
spiracy be dismissed and the de- 
fendants freed. The chief ground 
cited was that no intent to con- 
vert the cannon to personal use or 
profit had been shown, and that 
without such showing, a charge of 
conspiracy could not be estab- 
lished. Moser cited court decisions 
in support of this contention, 

Judge’s Comment. 

Judge Blair overruled the de- 
murrer, stating he thought it pos- 
sible to establish conspiracy to 
commit larceny, even in the ab- 
gence of any intent to profit per- 
sonally: and said the State had 
built up a technical case. He then 
gaid, the jury still being absent:

is ridiculous, farcical and absurd, 
and should have been brought in a 
Justice of the Peace Court, if at 
all. However, I do not. hold the 
Attorney-General to blame. 
“But,” he added, “because I so 
regard this case, I do not have 
the right to set down a new policy 
of law, and therefore the demurrer 
is overruled.” The court’s action 
meant that the defense had to 
present its testimony. 

The State’s Case. 
The State’s first witness, Albert 
Oechsle, scrap metal dealer, tes- 
tified that he examined the cannon 
and found it was made by the 
Krupp munition works at Essen, 
Germany, in 1898, and bore the 
emblem of Kaiser Wilhelm II. 

Oechsle said he had to remove 

paint and rust before finding the 
identifying marks on the piece. 
Maj. Kyle T. Graham, the sec- 
ond witness, testified he had 
charge of the file of World War 
trophies in the Adjutant General’s 
office; that the cannon was shipped 
from a New Jersey arsenal in 1925 
to the State of Missouri, in care 
of that office. Prosecutor Quimby 
said he would make the admission 
that the title and ownership of 
the cannon were available at all 
times on inquiry at the Adjutant 
General's office. This appeared to 
be a reference to a statement of 
the Attorney General’s office that 
the title to the cannon could not 
be established. 
Alfred C. Burril, curator of the 
state Public Resources Museum, 
testified to the receipt of the 
piece in 1925 and said he saw it 
placed on the Capitol lawn, “and 
it has been sinking on that spot 
ever since.” 

Bartender Testifies. 
Frank Kliethermes, bartender in 
Pat’s Tavern, testified Stearns 
and Riley appeared there about 
11 o’clock the night of Dec. 10, 
bought beer, and asked him to 
telephone for a truck, saying that 
they had a “dead weight” which 
they wished to have lifted. The 
bartender said he called Heisin- 
ger’s Garage, and that Ed Taube 
came from the garage, talked with 
the two, then left and returned 
with police, who arrested them. 
Taube testified he went to the 
tavern with the understanding that 
a truck had broken down with a 
load of coal, but that Stearns and 
Riley told him they wished to have 
the cannon removed from the Cap- 
itol grounds and thrown on a scrap 
pile. “Don’t be scared,” he said 
one of them told him, “you'll have 
no trouble and we'll pay you well.” 
“TI said I would have to ask my 
boss, which I did,” Taube said. 
“He phoned for the police, and I 
went back there with them and 
said, as the police told me to: ‘We 
can’t move that cannon for you 
tonight, but maybe we can tomor- 
row night.’” 

Attorney Eagleton, in cross-ex- 
amining Taube, brought out that 
the men said they wanted the can- 
non moved only to the nearest 
scrap pile, about five blocks away 
from the Capitol. 

Policemen on Stand. 

Raymond Connel and Henry O. 
Sturm, the policemen in the case, 
were then called. Connel was 
asked if the tavern were not 
known also as the Last Chance 
Saloon, and when he was not sure 
about it, Judge Blsir said: “The 
court takes judicial notice that 
that is so.” Connel said he asked 
Stearns and Riley what wag the 
“idea,” and that Stearns said the 
cannon was obsolete and should be 
on the scrap pile. He said Stearns 
had clippings of Post-Dispatch 
editorials, and that Riley had war 
bonds in his pocket and talked of 


the Government’s need for scrap.

RELEASE ON BAIL ASKED 
FOR WOMAN IN KILLING 


Judge, However, Refuses to 
_Hold Hearing in Absence 
of State’s Attorney. 


ANNAPOLIS, Md., Feb, 4 (AP). 
—An attorney retained by Mrs. 
Helen Aileen Randle, who is 
charged with fatally wounding a 
high school boy and shooting her 


wealthy husband, drranged today 
to seek her release on bail. 

Mrs. Randle, 31-year-old third 
wife of Ulmo 8. Randle, Maryland 
and Virginia horseman and a chief 
petty officer in the Coast Guard, 
was arrested after Allen Willey, 17, 
died last Sunday of an abdominal 
bullet wound from a small caliber 
rifle. 

Willey’s death occurred less than 
24 hours after he was shot. 
Randle, whose legbone was shat- 
tered by a bullet, still is in the 
hospital. 

George B. Woelfel of Annapolis 
already has requested permission 
to file for his client’s release. Cir- 
cuit Judge Ridgley P. Melvin said, 
however, that he would not hear 
the petition in the absence of 
State’s Attorney Marvin I. Ander- 
son, who was out of town yester- 
day. 

Sergt. Brooke Meade of the Anne 
Arundel County police said yester- 
day that Mrs. Randle told him the 
shooting at the large Randle home 
in Bay Ridge, near Annapolis, was 
accidental. 

He added that “the whole thing 
started over a family spat,” and 
said that ‘Willey interfered. 

Mrs. Leonard R. Stinchcomb Jr., 
released under bond as a material 
witness, testified at a hearing be- 
fore Trial Magistrate James G.

IN HOERN INCOME 
TAX FEES SOUGHT 


Bill Offered in State Sen- 
ate Would Cut Asses- 
sors Allowance to 


$2500. 


The $10,000 in fees which City 
Assessor Arthur C. Hoehn retains 
annually for handling State income 
tax returns would be cut to $2500 
under a bill introduced in the Sen- 
ate late yesterday by Senator Otto 
Lietchen of St. Louis. 


Although the bill proposes re- 
ductions in fees of all assessors 
and collectors in the State, appar- 
ently it would not affect income 
tax fees retained by Collector Wil- 
liam F. Baumann. He said today 
that it was his practice to retain 
about $5000, the amount left after 
payment of expenses. The Dill 
proposes that the fees for asses- 
sors and collectors be limited to 
half their salaries, and Bau- 
mann’s salary is $10,000, paid by 
the State. 

Receive About $15,000. 

Hoehn, whose salary is $5 
said he retained “around $10,000” 
after payment of expenses, that 
having been the custom of the of- 
fice and according. to law as he 
understood it. Hoehn and Bau- 
mann now are receiving about 
$15,000 a year each in salary and 
income tax fees. 

Records in the State Auditor's of- 
fice showed that Hoehn’s office 
last year retained $33,483 in income 
tax fees and that Baumann’s of- 
fice retained $19,188, both reten- 
tions being under provisions of 
law. 

Both officials pointed out that 
expenses of their offices were 
heavy, Hoehn mentioning over- 
time pay for clerks, cost of mail- 
ing returns and like expenses and 
Baumann referring to postage, 
additional clerical costs, and ex- 
penses of printing and stationery. 

25 Cents a Return. 

Under present law the assessor’s 
office gets a fee of 25 cents for 
each taxable income tax return 
filed and three cents for each name 
entered on the income tax books. 
Baumann said his office got half 
of 1 per cent on the first 80 per 
cent of collections and 1 per cent 
on the remaining 20 per cent of 
collections. 

Theory of the law which allows 
the fees is that the Officials, pri- 
marily collectors of local taxes, 
have added duties and are required 
to employ additional clerks in han- 
dling the State income tax. 

Lietchen said his information 
was that only a small amount of 
the fees was required for pay- 
ment of clerks and that he be- 
lieved the fees the officials re- 
ceived were excessive for the 
services performed.

Al FILM PLANT 
PUI AT $300,000 


Interior of Hammer Co. 
Building Destroyed — 
Two Routine Investiga- 
tions Begun.

Two of 6 on Wrecked Plane Saved 
After 4 Weeks in Wilds of Alaska 


Pair Make Way to Coast, 


Report the One 


Woman Aboard Was Killed in Crash, 
Other Men Were Alive When Last Seen. 


KETCHIKAN, Alaska, Feb. 4 
(AP).—Rescue of two of six per- 
sons who vanished on a Seattle- 
Ketchikan flight four weeks ago 


provided Alaska today with an- 
other modern epic of survival in 
the inhospitable Northern wilder- 
ness, 

Two men, found on an isolated 
beach yesterday by a Coast Guard 
patrol boat, disclosed the death of 
the one woman aboard the plane 
but held out hope for the rescue 
of the other three men, all of 
whom were alive when the two 
men last saw them. One of the 
missing three was the pilot, Har- 
old Gillam, known for his escapes 
in years of Alaska flying. 

The woman who was killed in 
the crash against a ridge on the 
Jan. 5 flight was Miss Susan Bat- 
zer, 23 years old, of Camas, Wash. 
She died from logs of blood before 
the other passengers regained con- 
sciousness after the twin-engined 
ship crashed seven miles inland in 
the wilderness 40 miles southeast 
of Ketchikan. Miss Batzer was go- 
ing north to take a Civil Aeronau- 
tics Administration job. 

The two men rescued were Percy 
Cutting of Hayward, Cal., an Alas- 


kan employe of Morrison-Knudsen 
Co., and Joseph Tippits, a Civil 
Aegonautics Administration em- 
ploye at Anchorage. Both were 
weakened by their experience but 
were reported recuperating. 

The other two passengers were 
Robert Gebo, 36, Seattle engineer 
and general superintendent for 
Morrison-Knudsen Co., which op- 
erated the plane, and Dewey Metz- 
dorf, Anchorage hotel owner. 

A party was to go into the 
wilds today in search of them and 
in hope of finding some clew to 
Gillam, who headed south in search 
of aid five days after the crash. 

The two rescued men said Gebo 
and Metzdorf were in poor condi- 
tion, weakened and with frost-bit- 
ten feet, when they left them nine 
days ago. The men survived pn 
provisions in the plane. 

The plane vanished after Gillam 
reported by radio twice within a 
few minutes that one of his mo- 
tors was gone. United States and 
Canadian military flyers carried on 
a relentless search by air and 
water until last week.

On the front west of Voronezh 
the Russians said their gains car- 
ried them into territory the Ger 
mans had been confident of hold- 
ing.

Conventional Plan. 


The Governor’s bill, in general, 
adheres to the conventional plan 
of merit system of employment in 
public office, to offset politica] pat- 
ronage and machine politics meth- 
ods of appointments to jobs on the 
public payroll. 

The measure proposes establish- 
ment of a State personne] depart- 
ment, controlled by a State person- 
nel advisory board of three mem- 
bers, appointed by the Governor 
for staggered six-year terms. Ac- 
tual administration of the provi- 
sions of the act, designed to elim- 
inate politics and favoritism from 
appointments to State jobs, would 
be under a personne! director, ap- 
pointed by the personnel advisory 
board. 

Qualifications for State depart- 
mental jobs, classification of these 
jobs, minimum qualifications for 
the positions, and the conditions 
for competitive examinations for 
these jobs would be prescribed by 
the personnel director, subject to 
approval by the personne] board. 

The proposed bill bars considera- 
tion of political, racial or religious 
factors in connection. with State 
employment. It bars active partici- 
pation in political campaigns, so- 
licitation of political campaign 
funds, or payment of political 
“lugs” by State employes. 

The bill, as drafted by the Gov- 
ernor with the aid of his legal sec- 
retary, Richard Arens, and other 
agencies, is designed to set up, for 
the first time, a merit system of 
appointment of subordinates in 
State departments.

announced today. 

It ‘will be the third meeting be- 
tween the pair. Their first was 
in 1941 when Peralta gained a de- 
cision in 10 rounds and their lat- 
est was Jan. 15 this year when 
Wright won the decision in the 
lightweight tournament in Madi- 
son Square Garden. 

Both were very active in 1942. 
Peralta had 11 bouts, of which he 
won four by decision and one by 
a knockout. He drew in two and 
lost four decisions, one to Bob 
Momgomery, Philadelphia Negro. 

Wright fought 13 contests last 

winning seven by knockouts, 
three by decisions. He lost three 
decisions, one to Willie Pep, which 
cost Wright his claim to the feath- 
erweight championship of the 
world. 
Beat Costantino Twice. 

Among his knockout victims 
were Richey Lemos, Lou Transpe- 
renti and Cuebas. Two of his de- 
cisions were scored over Lulu Cos- 
tantino, who had set the Eastern 
rings afire with his speed and 
boxing ability. 

Wright has" been boxing profes- 
sionally since 1928. Thus he is in 
his fifteenth year in the ring. And 
the only time of record that he 
was knocked out was Feb. 1, 1938, 
when Henry Armstrong turned 
the trick ih three rounds. He has 
lost few decisions and most of his 
victories were by knockouts. 

Boxing has been dormant here 
for about 18 months for lack of 
any promotional effort.

Optimistic 


NEW YORK, Feb. 4 (AP).—One 
voice of optimism has sounded a 
rallying cry for baseball since the 
War Manpower Commission issued 
its list of non-essential jobs. 

It come last night from Branch 
Rickey, president of the Brooklyn 
Dodgers, who defended the value 
of baseball for morale and said, 
“It is certainly to be assumed that 
the Government did not leave out 
the job classification of baseball 
players by oversight.” 

Taking issue with the pessimis- 
tic reactions of other major league 
owners, Rickey asserted that if the 
assumption were correct that omis- 
sion of baseball as non-essential 
was no oversight, “then the Man- 
power Commission must have be- 
lieved that certain professional ac- 
tivities in the field of recreations 
should be continued and that these 
activities properly regulated are 
worthwhile agents in the mainte- 
mance of the fighting morale, not 
only of our home folk but of our 
armed forces in America and 
throughout the world. We 
think that whatever keeps up the 
spirit of our people is a good 
thing.” 

Sports are continuing in Great 
Britain and in Russia, he said. “At 
the very time when the siege of 
Leningrad and Moscow were most 
threatening, a game of soccer in 
the famous Dynamo Stadium in 
Moscow was attended by approxi- 
mately 100,000 people.” 

“If sports are permitted to inter- 
fere remotely in the war effort 
they should not be tolerated for 
one minute,” he said, “but if they 
continue as a helpful agent in the 
field of public morale, then they 
should be encouraged and sus- 
tained by the Government itself. 
And most surely, so long as there 
is doubt about it, the question 
should be resolved in favor of pub- 
lic morale.”

In Sport Event 


MOSCOW, Feb. 4 (AP).—There’s 
no emphasis upon wartime sports 
in Russia, either from the com- 
petitor’s or the spectator’s view- 
point, but soldiers from the front 
lines are expected to take part in 
at least one of the three all-Union 


sports tournaments scheduled this 
winter. 

The first of these events is the 
all-Union skating tournament at 
Moscow Feb. 21, 22 and 23. About 
40 skaters from all parts of the 
Soviet Union are expected to com- 
pete, including soldiers now at the 
front, for whom the all-Union com- 
mittee has requested home leave. 
One of these, the champion, Capt. 
Yakov Melnikov, already has re- 
turned and is practicing on Mos- 
cow rinks. Champions from the 
cities of Sverdlovsk, Gorky, Kirov, 
Moscow, Novosibirsk and Lenin- 
grad also are on the entry lists. 

The rest of the winter sports 
program consists of the all-Union 
ski meet in March, the chess cham- 
pionship which also probably will 
be held next month and a special 
ski run to be held in honor of the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of the 
Red Army between Feb. 14 and 
March 1. There also may be a 
swimming meet towards the end 
of the winter. 

There will be no competition for 
individual first place in the anni- 
versary ski run. Instead it will be 
between trade union organizations 
and Comsomol (Soviet Youth) 
groups under the direction of the 
organization which handles mili- 
tary training for civilians. 

Spectators at these events will 
come only from the immediate vi- 
cinity of the places where they 
are held. Fans in Russia do not 
travel in wartime,

INQUIRY INTO PRINTING 
PAPER GURB IS URGED 


Rep. Halleck Says Order 
‘Could Threaten Press of 
the Nation.’ 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4 (AP).— 
Representative Halleck (Rep.), In- 
diana, asked the House yesterday 
to authorize an investigation of the 
War Production Board’s regulation 
curbing the use of printing paper, 
arguing that it “could threaten the 
press of the nation.” 

Halleck’s resolution also called 
for inquiry by the Interstate Com- 
merce Committee into Government 
proposals to “standardize, simplify 
and grade label” commodities. 

He observed that WPB’s print- 
ing section was required “without 
adequate and reliable figures on 
total consumption of paper by in- 
dustries under their. supervision, 
to administer a curtailment p 
gram that could threaten the press 
of the nation.” 

“The decision on reduction in 
use Of paper was made somewhere 
else,” Halleck asserted. 

Representative Bradley (Rep.), 
Michigan, said that “The adminis- 
tration has started curtailing the 
use Of all kinds of paper” and add- 
ed that he doubted “that many of 
the newspapers are aware of this.” 

“This Congress should demand 


that certain policies be changed 
before the publications of the coun- 
try are ordered to cut back produc- 
tion to a level that will make it 
unsound for them to continue in 
business,” he said, 

Representative Shafer (Rep.), 
Michigan, said “The hopeless 
bungling of the man power prob- 
lem and the peculiar mental gym- 
nastics” of the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration were responsible for 
the paper production curtailment. 

“I am not so sure,” he asserted, 
“that some of this bungling hasn't 
been designed for the purpose of 
wrecking the American press.” 


Magazines Reported Refusing Some 
Advertising. 
NEW YORK, Feb, 4 (AP).—The 


New York Times said today that 
many magazines had been forced 


to refuse advertising as a result of 
the order reducing the use of 
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paper by 10 per cent. 

Some were booked solid for ad- 
vertising space through the rest 
of the year, the Times said. Agen- 
cies complained that they were 
being turned down right and left 
in their efforts to place business. 

“The inevitable result, however, 


according to agency executives,” 
the Times said, “will be a sharp

STALINGRAD VICTORY 


TURNING OF TIDE IN

HE epic of Stalingrad is over. 

At 4 o'clock Tuesday afternoon 
'™ the last remnants of the starv- 
ing, freezing German _§ troops 
trapped on the bleak steppes be- 
tween the Volga and the Don sur- 
rendered to Marshal N. N. Voronov 
and Col. Gen. Constantin Rokos- 
sovsky. History repeats itself; once 
again the unbeatable combination 
of Russian distances, Russian 
snows and Russian valor has blast- 
ed the arrogant ambitions of a con- 
queror. So it was with Charles 
XII, so with Napoleon; and now 
it's Adolf Hitler, the Austrian 
house painter. 

Stalingrad was the high tide of 
the Nazi blitzkrieg, the final and 
bloody terminus of the Drang Nach 
Osten. Victory at Stalingrad might 
have given Hitler the oil of the 
Middle East, and the approaches 
to India and the junction with his 
Japanese partners in the crime he 
sought to perpetrate against the 
human race. Defeat at Stalingrad 
has doomed him to inevitable ruin. 
He and all he stands for are fin- 
ished. He will fight on for a 
while; he is still dangerous, he can 
still do us a grievous hurt before 
he goes down. He will not yield 
easily, or quickly. But he is done 
for; he knows it and the world 
knows it. Before his banners, free 
men no longer tremble. The leg- 
end of his invincibility is forever 
shattered. 

Perhaps it was his belief in that 
legend that led him on and on, long 
after it was apparent that he had 
set his army an impossible task. 
By mid-October it was possible to 
say that a German success at Stal- 
ingrad was unlikely; by mid-No- 
vember, that it verged on the im- 
possible; and four days later, when 
the Russians launched their great 
counterdrive, it was almost instant- 
ly clear that the Nazis were face to 
face with the greatest disaster 
which any German army has ever 
suffered on the battlefield since 
Bismarck first forged the German 
Empire out of the blood and iron 
of his victories. 

Russian distances, Russian snows, 
Russian valor—these were the in- 
gredients of Russian victory and 
German debacle. 

Distances—the long weary line 
of communications across the 
steppes, whether through the bend 
of the Don or by way of Rostov 
and the North Caucasian area, 
sucked the life from the German 
striking power. The tremendous 
effort which had to be put into the 
mere transporting of the supplies 
and munitions and reinforcements 
for the great siege army was of 
itself a mighty drain on Germah 
strength. But in addition to the 
labor, there was also the task of 
guarding every yard of railway, 
every station, every depot, every 
bridge against the ever-present 
guerrilla bands. 

In sum total it proved impossible 
for the Germans to sustain at the 
farther end of that long line a mili- 
tary effort of sufficient power and 
sufficient continuity to bring them 
victory. Time and again they gath- 


ered together men, equipment and 
munitions for a mighty blow; time 
and again they struck; but always 
they fell short of their goal; al- 
ways the stubborn resistance, fed 
grudgingly with reinforcements 
when absolutely necessary, but 
backed by the ample depots of the 
fortress and by the open commu- 
nications across the Volga, proved 
just sufficient to halt the Germans 
short of complete success. 

Time and again the Germans had 
to quit, and start all over again 
the painful, toilsome process of 
building: up anew their striking 
power in that distant place, a 
thousand miles and more from the 
sources of that power. 

Snows—the dread Russian win- 
ter, with which the Russians have 
lived throughout their lives, but 
which is so deadly to men who 
have lived their lives in the mild 
climate of the North Europe coast- 
al plain; the snows make move- 
ment of the roads impossible to 
heavy tanks, heavy trucks, heavy 
artillery, while it is still possible 
for Russian cavalry light guns, 
sledge-carried mortars; they reduce 
or eliminate the use of aviation, 
last hope of the trapped Germans. 

Russian valor—we know it on 
the battlefield, it needs no proof. 
It was present also in the secret 
chambers of the high command; 
it required a higher quality of 
moral courage than any Russian 
soldier ever needed in the field, 
to sit grimly and wait, to hold 
back the reserves behind the 
Volga and the Don, to stick reso- 
lutely to a formed plan of action 
until the moment came to strike. 
No praise can be too high for the 
Russian conduct of this cam- 
paign. 

Reinforcements were fed spar- 
ingly into Stalingrad, and only 
when the need was dire, and then 
only the smallest number that 
could serve the purpose. It was 
risky, of course; but war is a 
matter of taking calculated risks, 
well weighed in the balance 
against anticipated advantage. 
There must have been grim mo- 
ments; there must have been 
hours when it took all the resolu- 
tion of which human nature is 
capable to resist the temptation 
to send a corps when a division 
would do, to refuse an. armored 
brigade here and a squadron of 
airplanes there, to hoard the strik- 
ing power of Russia against the 
day when it could be unloosed in 
one mighty blow for the destruc- 
tion of the German forces. 

The epic of Stalingrad is over. 
The tide of Nazidom has reached 
its height, is ebbing now. The 
glory of the Russian achievement 
lives on, will never be forgotten 
as long as free men are willing 
to die for freedom,

GERMANY AND THE RUSSIAN POWER 


N view of what was said in Ber- 
Jun last Saturday we may remind 

ourselves that for 50 years Ger- 
many has had two policies toward 
Russia: to marry Russia or to kill 
Russia. Bismarck, who was the 
last great statesman of the Ger- 
man Empire, tried marriage. Wil- 
liam II tried war. The Weimar 
republic tried marriage. Hitler has 
tried both. He began by shouting 
that Russia was the great enemy. 
Then he made the pact of 1939 and 
declared that all would be well 
forever. Then he made war on 
Russia. Now we may wel] expect 
to see the not too distant day 
when the immediate successors of 
Hitler will again seek to marry 
Russia. 

The pendulum has swung back 
and forth whether Germany was 
Hohenzollern, Republican, or Nazi, 
whether Russia was Czarist or 
Communist. Why doeshe pendu- 
lum swing? Because Germany, in 
order to become the dominant 
world power, must either conquer 
Russia or absorb Russia; because 
Ruasia, in order to develop her 
vast undeveloped domain, must 
find security on her western bor- 
derland either by thwarting the 
German military power or by pla- 
cating it. 

Thus Russo-German relations are 
crucial. They produced the first 
World War. They determined the 
alignment of power at the begin- 
ning of the second World War. 
They are pivotal in the strategic 
shape of this, the decisive phase 
of that war, and they will exer- 
cise the controlling influence upon 


events to come, 
* * 


Alternative Policies. 

HE Germans, as always, have 

two alternative policies in mind 
in this culminating phase of the 
conflict. They are the same old 
alternatives—to marry Russia or 
For the moment they 
are presenting the second of the 
two alternatives. By means of in- 
tensified submarine war they hope 
to convince Britain, America, and 
also occupied Europe, that the 
western democracies are incapable 
of playing a deciding role in the 
European theater, and that there- 
fore, it will be Russia, Communist 
Russia, which would in the event 
of German defeat dictate the peace. 

But they are also considering 
the other alternative in. case they 
are unable to persuade the west- 
erners to abandon their support of 
Russia, and to negotiate a peace 
which promises ¢o support a quasi- 
Nazi regime, minus only Hitler and 
a few of his more notorious ac- 
complices. 

The second alternative would be 
to set a Communist facade in front 
of German military imperialism, 
and as a German Soviet state to 
seek an alliance with the Russian 
Soviets. This second alternative, 
marriage with Russia in a new 
form, would have a double attrac- 
tion to the pan-German imperial- 
ists. It would terrify Britain, 
America, and France, and it would 
open up the prospect to the Ger- 
mans that they could eventually 
infiltrate and conquer Russia from 
within, 

It is said on reasonable good 
authority that Stalin is aware of 
the possibility of this maneuver, 
and that he has said that the last 
thing he wants is a German com- 
munist state. For being above all 
a realistic Russian nationalist, 
Stalin knows quite well that Ger- 
man communism would be more 
German than communist,

They will bear it in mind that a 
strong Russia checks the two pow- 
ers which threaten their security— 
namely Germany and Japan—and 
that a strong Russia in the land 
mass of the Eurasian continent is 
for the calculable future no threat 
to the security on the sea and in 
the air of the English-speaking na- 
tions and their natural allies,

The Nazis’ Chance. 


HUS the only place where Ger- 

many can hope to exploit with 
some effect the fear of a Russian 
victory is in continental Europe. 
It would be a mistake to deny this. 
But having recognized it, let us be 
as lucid as we can be about the 
nature of the communist danger 
in central and western Europe. 

It exists because a large part of 
continental Europe has been un- 
able in the past 20 years to govern 
itself successfully by democratic 
means. Internal problems have 
been unmanageable, and defense 
against external aggression has 
been a failure. As a result there 
are three choices for many, though 
not all, of the European states. 
One is to try Fascism. A second 
is to try Communism. A third is 
to try to regenerate their demo- 
cratic systems. 

There can be no doubt that the 
mass of the people of Western Eu- 
rope are deeply imbued with the 
European tradition which seeks 
freedom under law. They would, 
therefore, greatly prefer the demo- 
cratic way. But if for some reason 
that way is closed to them, then 
it is certain that a terrible civil 
struggle will ensue between quasi- 
Fascist regimes supported by the 
privileged: classes and quasi-Com-. 
munist movements in the masses 
of the people.

Danger’s Commitments. 


F that civil struggle is precipi- 

tated—and if at the same time 
Britain and America. have been 
made antagonistic to Russia’s de- 
mands for the security of her west- 
ern borders—if, further, Britain 
and America are maneuvered into 
the support of a quasi-Fascist re- 
gime in Germany, France, Italy, 
Hungary and elsewhere—then we 
may be sure that Russia will exert 
all her power and prestige on the 
side of the mass revolt. That will 
be for Russia the defense of her 
national security but for the rest 
of us it will be the road to chaos. 
The peace will be lost for this gen- 
eration, and an ordered future will 
be denied to us. 

That is why the prestige of the 
western democraciés must not be 
destroyed by commitments to sup- 
port, except as the most tempo- 
rary military expedients, quasi-

IGHT months ago Turkey was

The Axis forces in Russia were 
sweeping ahead toward the Volga 
and the Caspian and, following 
the capture of Sevastopol, there 
was the danger that Germany 
would become the dominant power 
in the Black Sea.

-If the Turks were intimidated 
by ‘these developments, they 
showed no signs of it. Even in 
the darkest days of that gloomy 
period in Allied fortunes, Turkey 
never showed the slightest dispo- 
sition to succumb to German pres- 
sures and become, as Bulgaria and 
Rumania and Hungary had be- 
come, a satellite of the Axis.

Our educators are 
now proposing to employ a somewhat 
similar principle on American youth in 
the belief that they can instill into them 
in three years the knowledge they have 
been giving them four years to absorb. 
We have added an hour to the day by 
turning the clocks forward 60 minutes. 


If we can lengthen, surely we can com- 


press. Therefore we shall proceed to 
pin the B.A. badge on youthful breasts 
in three years instead of the traditional 
four, and consider this human fruit fully 
ripened. 

There is, of course, some danger that 
this process of compression may result 
in dehydrating the brain to a point 
where all the juices of culture may be 
lost, but what of that? Shall we not be 
adding a year to every collegian’s life? 
A greater achievement than lengthening 
the daye 

These twin victories over the funda- 
mentals of nature will shed new luster 
on our progressive age.

A LETTER TO MISSOURI. 


Every resident of Missouri, to say nothing of every 
member of the State Legislature, should have the 
opportunity to read a letter which Dr. James 
Stewart, Missouri State Hgalth Commissioner, has 
received from the State Health Department of Ken- 
tucky, headed by Dr. A. T. McCormack. 

The letter in full is as follows: 

Dear Dr. Stewart: 

The State of Kentucky has had its pre-marital 
law in effect since Jan. 1, 1941. Approximately 
2.2 per cent of all the applicants who wished to 
marry in this State were found to have syphilis 
in an infectious form. Out of this group of 
patients who had syphilis, who were residents 
of Kentucky or surrounding states which have 
the pre-marital law, we have records of about 
95 per cent of these patients having received 
adequate treatment and being rendered non- 
infectious and later being allowed to marry. 

However, we have records of numbers of 
patients from the western part of Kentucky, 
who are known to have syphilis, going to Mis- 
souri to marry and then returning to Kentucky. 
As a consequence, there have been quite a 
number of early cases of syphilis developing 
from such unions. 

Then, too, a number of applicants, in order 
to evade the Kentucky law, have gone to Mis- 
souri to marry. Missouri is the only State 
which borders Kentucky that does not have a 
pre-marital law, and our law has suffered 
thereby. 

We are wondering if the State of Missouri is 
contemplating any action for such a law in the 
near future, for it is very difficult for a State 
to uphold its own social law, such as this one, 
when an adjoining State will permit citizens of 
this State to marry. If you are interested, I 
could send you affidavits from various 
physicians, health officers and court officials, 
giving concrete examples of persons who have 
taken advantage of the Missouri laws. 

If you have any information or encourage- 
ment as to the passage of a similar law in your 
State any time soon, we would appreciate hear- 
ing from you.

How any Missourian can read this letter without 
a deep feeling of shame is hard to see. If Kentucky 
is distressed over the Missouri Legislature’s failure 
to give protection to the people of Missouri, and the 
attendant reduction in the effectiveness of the 
Kentucky law, how must Illinois feel? 

In 1937, Illinois became the first State in this 
part of the country to require blood tests as a 
condition to obtaining a marriage license. Since 
then, every state bordering Illinois with the single 
exception of Missouri has enacted a pre-marital law. 
Kentucky, whose own laxity once interfered with 
the Illinois law, now appeals to Missouri. That 
shows how far behind Missouri has fallen on the 
public health front. 

The opportunity for correction is here. Repre- 
sentative Forrest Mittendorf of St. Louis County is 
sponsoring an adequate bill, approved by the Mis- 
souri Social Hygiene Association, which was per- 
fected in the House yesterday, after indorsement by 
the House Public Health Committee. The fact. that 
only three votes were cast against perfection in a 
well-filled chamber, following extensive discussion, 
is a most encouraging sign. 

Let’s see how quickly this bill can be made into 
law so that Missouri will show that it believes in 
the good-neighbor policy at home ag well as abroad. 
And also that Missouri has no less regard for the 
public health of its citizens and its future genera- 
tions than Iowa, Illinois, Kentucky and other border- 
ing States have for theirs. 

Let's put Missouri on the obviously right side!

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ELMER DAVIS ON THE RADIO: AGAIN. 

The Washington announcement that Elmer Davis 
will soon return to the radio is good news of a high 
order. In his former role as a news commentator, 
Mr. Davis’ broadcasts were of a caliber that inspired 
confidence in the millions who heard the enlighten- 
ing reports each night. Now that he is head of the 
OWI, he igs even better equipped. to evaluate each 
item of war news and point out its proper place in 
the general picture. 

Because of his commonsense, straight-from-the- 
shoulder type of broadcasting, there has been a 
widespread demand for Mr. Davis to come back to 
the microphone. His scheduled series of weekly 
15-minute broadcasts is sure to have a large audi- 
ence. It will undoubtedly be an important contri- 
bution to the nation’s understanding of war devel- 
opments and war issues. 
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For the Nazis, those Russian circling movements 
are indeed a dance of death. 
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DANGEROUS POSSIBILITY. 

Horrible thought: Suppose Gen. Eisenhower or 
Gen. Marshall or Admiral King once gave a few 
dollars to a fund to buy milk for Spanish Civil War 
orphans, or once received a circular from the League 
for Peace and Democracy. And suppose, further- 
more, that Representative Dies now finds out 
about it. 

If Dies follows the course he invariably pursues 
with other people in Federal service who have com- 
mitted such offenses, he will immediately brand 
these military leaders as dangerous radicals, and 
demand their instantaneous dismissal. Dies doesn’t 


always get his man, but he invariably raises such a 
howl about such charges that it takes the victim 
months to recover. 

If any of our valuable war leaders have such 
dark chapters in their past lives, let’s hope they 
keep them well covered up while Dies is still 
authorized to carry on his Red hunts. 
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NEW OBSTACLES FOR TEACHERS’ PENSIONS. 

Will the Legislature again fail to approve the 
teachers’ pension laws that several Missouri cities 
have been seeking, seasion after session? The case 
has been so thoroughly made for the pension bills, 
which do not call on the State Treasury for any 
funds whatsoever, that it would seem passage at this 
session could almost be taken for granted. Yet the 
first measure to be called up, that for St. Joseph, 
has been saddled with an unneeded and hampering 
amendment, so sponsors of this legislation have 
reason to be concerned. 

The people of Missouri voted by a wide margin in 
1936 to lift constitutional restrictions on teachers’ 
retirement plans, That was a virtual mandate to the 
Legislature. Teachers are not eligible for Federal 
social security benefits. Since there are no retire- 
ment provisions, school systems are handicapped by 
the presence of superannuated teachers who must 
keep their jobs in order to have a means of liveli- 
hood. In St. Louis, Kansas City and St. Joseph, 
boards and teachers are prepared to contribute their 
shares to maintain pension systems, and await only 
the Legislature’s Go sign. 

It was indicated in the debate this week that rural 
members are again going to oppose the pension plans 
out of fear that they will create a demand for a 
statewide system. A statewide system is an entirely 
different matter from the city plans. These would 
be self-sustaining, and of purely local application. 
The Legislature is asked only to pass enabling acts so 
that three school systems can put plans of their own 
into effect, and there would seem little ground for 
genuine differences over such proposals. 
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IS THIS GOOD BUSINESS POLICY? 

The State of Illinois, by act of its Legislature and 
on the recommendation of Gov. Green, is investing a 
$52,000,000 general fund balance in its public treas- 
ury in United States war bonds. This is an act of 
patriotism and a help to the war effort, yet certain 
serious questions arise from it. 

Should a State Government preserve a large sur- 
plus above current opeating costs? Should a State 
Government help finance the Federal Government 
other than by cutting its own costs so that the in- 
dividual taxpayers may buy war bonds on their own 
volition? Should not a State Government, in such a 
circumstance, first do everything it can do to pay 
off its own debts? 

The last question arises from a statement of the 
bonded indebtedness of Illinois, as printed in the 
monthly report of the State Treasurer. It reads as 
follows: 

Highways—$100,000,000 Issue —$ 96,000,000 


Relief—$30,000,000 Issue — —-—- 21,929,000 
Highways—$60,000,000 Issue— — 10,070,000 
Soldiers’ Compensation — — — 6,234,000 
Relief—$20,000,000 Issue — — 4,562,000 
Called Stocks and Bonds — — 17,500 


Total outstanding — — ~—$138,812,500 


Concede that part or all of this indebtedness was 
not immediately callable. Why would it not have 
been good state administration as well as good 
business for the Green administration and the Re- 
publican-controlled Legislature to have made every 
effort to reduce Illinois’ outstanding obligations be- 
fore it invested its funds in the securities of another 
unit of government? 

FOR TITLES IN CITY HALL. 

Just about everybody is willing to support the city 
administration and especially Personnel Director 
Scearce as they move to consolidate the merit sys- 
tem. However, we are glad that Dr. Louis H. Kohler, 
psychiatrist and superintendent of the City Sani- 
tarium, has poured a bucketful of cold water on the 
scheme to divest municipal employes of their titles 
and to designate them by numbers, instead. He says 
that this would have a very bad psychological ef- 
fect on them, and he is right. 

Every reader of the comic strips and the thrilling 
literature of murder, its detection and punishment 
knows that the system of numerical designation is 
the exclusive property of the hierarchy of the under- 
world. There the master criminal, the brains of the 
ring, is No. 1—at least until the Warden makes him 
No. 83569. 

Why should the Third Assistant to the Chief Sur- 
veyor of the Park Department, for instance, be 
reduced to No. 963, or the Fourth Associate Ac- 
countant in the Office of the Collector of Revenues 
be made merely No. 1137?

Why Some Get Meat and Some Don't 


OPA enforces its 25 per cent reduction in civilian supply at the 
slaughter house, says writer, but leaves packers free to distribute 
remaining 75 per cent as they see fit; thus, they tend to supply re- 
tail customers rather than wholesalers who compete for same market.

Price Administration and gave it au- 
thority to impose necessary wartime 
restrictions on the nation’s economy, it es- 
tablished a number of limitations on the ex- 
ercise of that authority. The restriction 
of most vital concern to business men is: 
The powers granted (to OPA)... shall not 
be used or made to operate to compel changes 
in the business practices, cost practices or meth- 
ods, or means or aids to distribution, established 
in any industry, except to prevent circumven- 
tion or evasion of any regulation, order or re- 
quirement under this act. 

An illustration of the failure to observe 
this limitation is the operation of the OPA’s 
meat quota system. 

Due to the demands of the armed -services 


W HEN Congress created the Office of 


and of lease-lend, it was considered neces-, 


sary to reduce the civilian consumption of 
meat. This was done by fixing monthly 
quotas on deliveries, which amounted to 
about 75 per cent of the corresponding 
month in the previous year. 

The quotas were by areas—thus New 
York, or Philadelphia, or Oshkosh could 
have around 75 per cent as much meat as 
in the previous year. That is, they could 
have that much meat if the suppliers in 
that area could get it themselves, Often 
they couldn't, 


Where Retailers Get Meat. 


There was the first cause of disruption. 
Packers, hard put to deliver up to quotas 
anywhere, naturally tended to favor the 
higher-priced areas, all else being equal. 

The disruption of established business 
practices resulted from the manner in which 
the OPA applied its quota system. To un- 
derstand this, it is necessary to list the 
sources from which retailers purchase meat: 


1—Slaughtering packers. These include 
not only the big firms, such as Armour, 
Swift, Wilson, Cudahy, etc., but hundreds 
of small packing houses throughout the 
country, 

2—Non-slaughtering processors and large 
wholesalers, who do some processing and 
cutting. 

3—Small wholesalers and jobbers, known 
in the trade as “bob tails.” These firms buy 
ready-processed meats and sell to retailers 
in small lots. 


System Favors Packers. 


The percentage of the national supply of 
meat sold to retailers by these three classes 
of suppliers varied in different sections of 
the country. In New York, the non-slaugh- 
terers (Classes 2 and 3) are said to handle 
as much as 70 per cent of the total. Ac- 
cording to the United States Department 
of Agriculture, the national average was: 
slaughterers, 61 per cent of the total; non- 
slaughterers, 39 per cent. 

One would assume that when OPA found 
it necessary to cut deliveries to 75 per cent, 
each packer, processor and jobber would 
deliver 75 per cent as much meat as in the 
previous year, That isn’t what happened. 

The OPA established its quota at what 
it called “the slaughtering level.” Each 
slaughterer was limited in the total amount 
of his deliveries. But he could deliver his 
quota to whatever customers he desired. 

Now, it should be noted that the non- 
slaughtering processors, the wholesalers. 


and the jobbers could get their meat from 
only one source—from the slaughterers. In 
other words, they were customers of the 
slaughterers when they bought and com- 
petitors of the same firms when they sold, 


With deliveries cut to around 75 per cent 
and with demand up as much as 35 per 
cent, due to increased income of consumers, 
the demand for meat was, and still is, 
around twice the supply. The slaughterers 
could—and did—very readily sell all their 
meat to their retail outlets. The law not 
only permitted them to eliminate processors 
and jobbers as customers and thereby elim- 
inate them as competitors; it actually en- 
couraged them to do so, An established 
business practice has been disrupted. 


Explanation by the OPA. 


The OPA’s official explanation of the 
“slaughtering level” rule is that it is much 
easier to enforce than a general quota. At 
the slaughtering level there are “only a few 
hundred” firms to be policed, instead of 
tens of thousands, an OPA spokesman in 
Washington said. 


To this, spokesmen for the processors and 
wholesalers answer: “Policing of quotas 
would have to be at the slaughtering level 
in any case. If slaughterers were ordered 
to pass quotas on to their customer-com- 
petitors, the processors and wholesalers 
themselves would do the necessary ‘polic- 
ing. They would get what they were 
entitled to, or know the reason why.” 


And while OPA was so concerned about 
enforcing quotas, an investigation by this 
writer established that a huge “black mar- 
ket” in meat has grown up. . With the 
amount of meat limited and with the num- 
ber of firms selling it reduced, salesmen 
and other employes have reaped a huge 
harvest of “premiums” and “bonuses.” 


Price Ceilings Are Violated. 


These are nothing more nor less than 
bribes paid by retailers, ranging up to 10 
cents a pound. These payments are, of 
course, direct violations of the price ceil- 
ings. Retailers, in turn, violate their own 
ceilings, or lose money. 


On the retail end, the quota regulations 
and the black market practices have mili- 
tated against certain types of shops—par- 
ticularly the small, delicatessen type of 
“corner grocery” and the big super-mar- 
kets of the chains. The small shops, which 
bought meat in lots of 50 pounds or so, sim- 
ply aren’t considered worth while. The big 
chains are suffering the consequences of 
their former good bargaining position. Dis- 
tributers who solicited chain business in 
the past, and then ground their ‘teeth over 
the prices they had to accept, are simply 
finding other markets for their meat. And 
black market salesmen find it easier to 
shake down an independent retailer than a 
chain buyer,

A Fresh Start for the World 
Urged as Road to Real Peace 


“Make This the Last War,"’ by Michael Straight, 

(Harcourt, Brace & Co., New York). 

ICHAEL STRAIGHT, editor and Wash- 

ington correspondent for the New Re 
public, pulls no punches in expressing his 
belief that the world, after the war, will 
have all the tools at hand to build per 
manent peace. His far-reaching formula 
for post-war world unity should not be over- 
looked. 

Straight’s thought-provoking peace plan 
goes right to the sources of world confu- 
sion. Many of his ideas are not original, 
but he states them in pungent language, 
backed up by facts. The world’s mistakes 
and oversights at Versailles and after are 
enumerated in the hope that they won't be 
repeated. 

The author bitterly attacks exploitation, 
Fascism, empires, cartels and international 
capitalism. He wants Asia to benefit from 
its own wealth; Britain, Russia and Ameri- 
ca to give up all claims to commercial prop- 
erty in China. He urges a shipping pool 
controlled by the United Nations. 

Of the latter he says: “If the United Na- 
tions shipping poo! is allowed to pass back 
to private hands, then we will be bringing 
bananas to America when other peoples are 
dying for bread.” 

* 


He wants no reparations, no blockade, 
after the armistice, no power politics at a 
peace table. The United Nations must stay 
organized, and admit all countries that 
want to join. He repeats that Europe must 
federate, and carefully points out that fed- 
eration does not deny nationality. India 
must get freedom, dominion status at least, 
Egypt must have full independence and 
the countries of the Middle East must have 
treaties similar to the Anglo-Soviet treaty 
with Persia. The Axis peoples must live, 
but extermination must come to the sources 
of Fascism, chauvinism and jingoism. 

Straight is a disciple of strong federal 
government. Our Government, rather than 
allow railroads to be inefficiently managed 
after the war, should take them over, he 
believes. Our rationing and price-fixing 
must continue during the transition period, 
To take up the unemployment slack, we 
must have regional developments “even 
greater than the TVA.” These are just a 
few recipes in the diet that Straight sug- 
gests for strengthening this country in- 
ternally, so that we may be a more power 
ful force in rallying the world to democracy,

There must be a United Nations army 
led by the combined chiefs of staff, United 
Nations universities and civil service sys- 
tem. The’ Fighting French, Poles and 
Czechs must, after victory, immediately call 
constituent assemblies. 

Straight, an enlightened observer with es 
vast knowledge of domestic and foreign af- 
fairs, has produced a book that is solid. Hie 
zeal gives it buoyancy. His sincerity cannot 
be doubted.

MARITAL HEALTH BILL 
PERFECTED BY HOUSE 


Measure Requiring Tests for 
Syphilis Well on Its Way 
to Passage. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 4. 
The House of Representatives, aft- 
er nearly a full day of debate, yes- 
terday completed perfection of the 
marriage health bill, which has 


been defeated in each of several 
sessions of the Legislature, and put 
it well on its way toward passage. 
The bill requires as a prerequis- 
ite to the issuance of marriage 
license in Missouri a report of a 
negative test for syphilis for both 
parties and an affidavit by each 
that to the best of his or her 
knowledge he or she is not in- 
fected with the disease. In the 
case of a positive test, the appli- 
cant may file a certificate from 
a physician that the infection is 
not in a communicable stage. 
The State Board of Health is 
given power to make rules and 
regulations covering the procedure 
of making laboratory tests and 
approving laboratories authorized 
to make the tests. 

Any recorder of deeds who issues 
a marriage license in violation of 
the law, any applicant for a li- 
cense who makes a false state- 
ment, or any person who falsi- 
fies a laboratory test is made 
guilty of a misdemeanor, punish- 
able by a fine of from $1 to $1000 
or imprisonment in jail for not 
exceeding one year. 

The bill has yet to be finally 
passed by the House and Senate 
before it becomes a law.

YOUR INCOME TAX 


No. 32 
Interest Deductions II. 


The series of articles, of which 
this is one, is based on the in- 


ternal revenue code and provides 
information for the millions of 
persons whose Federal income 
tax returns for 1942 must be 
filed not later than March 15. 


HILE interest paid or ac- 
W cruea during the year is gen- 
erally deductible from gross 
income, for Federal income tax 
purposes, certain interest payments 
are not allowable deductions. 
Interest which is not deductible 
is interest paid on behalf of an- 
other where there is no legal obli- 
gation to make.such payment. 
Thus, interest paid on behalf of a 
relative to avoid the foreclosure of 
a loan would not be deductible, un- 
less the taxpayer were liable for 
the interest under the terms of the 
loan (as co-maker or as indorser). 
In the absence of a legal obliga- 
tion on the part of the taxpayer, 
such payments are regarded in the 
nature of a gift to the person lia- 
ble on the loan. 
Interest payable to a life insur- 
ance company for a policy loan is 
not deductible if the amount of 


the interest is simply added to the’ 


amount of the loan, nor is inter- 
est deductible if on indebtedness 
incurred or continued to purchase 
a single premium lifé insurance or 
endownment contract. Interest on 
indebtedness incurred to purchase 
or carry tax-exempt securities is 
likewise not deductible. Such loans 
include in general state and mu- 
nicipal bonds and certain obliga- 
tions of the United States. The 
only exception to this provision is 
the case of loans to purchase or 
carry tax-exempt obligations of the 
United States issued after Sept. 
24, 1917, to which the taxpayer 
was an original subscriber. 

Interest paid on a note, executed 
as a gift, is not deductible, since 
such promissory notes are held to 
be a mere promise to make a gift 
in the future, and not a legal ob- 
ligation. 

To be deductible, interest must 
be paid or accrued during the year 
for which the return is made. If 
the taxpayer is on the cash re- 
ceipts and disbursements basis, 
then the interest must have been 
paid during the year. Back inter- 
est, not paid and deducted in a 
prior year, would, however, be al- 
lowable. If the taxpayer is on the 
accrual basis, the interest must 
have accrued during the year.

DR. EDGAR ALLEN DIES; 
FORMER ST. LOUISAN 


Leader in Research Into Fe- 
male Sex Hormone—On 
Yale Faculty. 


Prof. Edgar Allen of Yale Uni- 


widely known for research work 
in female sex hormones, which he 
began while an instructor in Wash- 
ington University Medical School 


here, died of heart disease yester- 
day on a Coast Guard auxiliary 
patrol craft in Long Island Sound. 
He was doing volunteer medical 
work with the Coast Guard. 

Dr. Allen, 50 years old, was an 
instructor and associate in an- 
atomy at Washington University 
from 1919 to 1923. There he began 
his research work in hormones, be- 
ing associated in this task with 
Dr. Edward A. Doisy. They car- 
ried on the study together until 
Dr. Allen went to the University 
of Missouri as professor of anat- 
omy, and continued their col- 
laboration by mail and by visits 
for several years thereafter. 

Their joint study of the ovarian 
follicular hormone led to the suc- 
cessful isolation, in 1929, of theelin, 
female sex hormone. Dr. Allen’s 
work was an outstanding contri- 
bution to the knowledge of inter- 
nal secretions and has been the 
basis for modern therapy in treat- 
ment of the menopause and 
ovarian deficiencies. 

In recent years, Dr. Allen car- 
ried on research in the field of 
the relation of hormones and can- 
cer. He delivered the George D. 
Barnard lecture, under the aus- 
pices of Barnard Free Skin and 
Cancer Hospital in 1939. Wash- 
ington University awarded him the 
honorary degree of Doctor of Sci- 
ence last year. 

Dr. Allen, a native of Colorado, 
was Dean of the School of Medi- 
cine of the University of Missouri 
for the last five years of his 10- 
year service there. He joined the 
Yale Medical School faculty in 
1933 as professor of anatomy. Sur- 
viving are his wife and two mar- 
ried daughters. 

Dr. Doisy, his former associate,

FAIRER DISTRIBUTION

OPA Officials Expect New 
Price Plan to Cure Inequi- 
ties Among Stores. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4 (AP).— 
Fairer distribution of meat among 
stores within a few weeks was 
predicted today by officials of the 
Office of Price Administration. 

They expressed confidence that 


mulgation of their néw standard- 
ized retail meat prices. The first 
of these, on pork, will be issued in 
two weeks. Rules on beef, veal, 
lamb and mutton are scheduled to 
follow between that date and the 
beginning of meat rationing, ap- 
proximately April 1. 

The new prices are expected to 
cure some inequities among in- 
dividual stores. At present retail 
meat prices must not be higher 
than each individual store charged 
for similar cuts in March, 1942. 
This has “squeezed” those stores 
—particularily chain stores and 
other cut-rate establishments 
whose March, 1942, retail prices 
weren’t high enough to cover 
present wholesale costs. 

Under the new rules, every 
store of the same type in the 
same community will have the 
same prices. The nation will be 
divided into 10 zones and in each 
zone the Government will specify 
in cents per pound, maximum re- 
tail prices for every cut of meat. 
Slight differentials will be main- 
tained between independent stores, 
chain stores, and supermarkets.

This is good advice in any coun- 
try, but how any American is to go 
about trying to talk Arabic is 
more than I know. Most of us 
can’t even learn enough French to 
get by, and Arabic is an almost 
impossible language to learn. 

The Army has put out a few lit- 
tle booklets giving some Arabic 
words and phrases. I'll give you a 
few examples of how easy it is to 
speak Arabic. 

For instance if an Arab asked 
you what that thing is hanging 
from your belt, you would reply, 
“Bundikeeya sughayzara” — which 
means pistol. . 

After you’d talked an hour or 
two along that line and were ready 
to call it a day, you’d say to the 
Arab, “Lailtak syeeda ataimsik be- 
hair.” That means “good night.°* 


The book ends by saying that 
some Arabic sounds are almost im- 
possible for Americans to learn. 
For example, it says that “kh” re- 
sembles the sound made when 
clearing the throat, and that “gh” 
is a deep gargling noise. 

If you were to sneeze, cough, 
whistle, choke and hiccup all at 
once, that would mean “I love you 
baby, meet in front of the drug 
store right after supper, and leave 
your veil at home.”

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COMPLAINTS POUR

ORDER DEADLINE 


Wilson’s Ruling on Ma- 
terials for First Half of 
"43 Said to Widen Rift 
With Eberstadt. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4 (AP).— 
A War Production Board decision 
to make next Saturday the last 
day for placing war orders for the 
first six months of 1943 brought a 
deluge of complaints and inquiries 
from industry today. 

The action was taken by Charles 
E. Wilson, vice-chairman in charge 
of production, and informed per- 
sons said that it had widened the 
rift between him and Ferdinand 
Eberstadt, the other top WPB vice- 


chairman whose responsibility is 
allocation of materials 

Wilson asked all Government 
procurement agencies to instruct 
their contractors to place by Feb. 
6 all orders involving any of the 
more than 30 “critical components” 
if delivery by June 30 is called for. 
This was done Jan. 20 without pub- 
lic announcement. 

A huge segment of industry was 
covered, because the “critical com- 
ponents” in the synthetic rubber, 
ship, aviation and other programs 
include such items as gears, forg- 
ings, crankshafts, gasoline engines, 
motors, starters, compressors, con- 
trol instruments, boilers, bearings, 
valves and meters. The order put 
a deadline of March 1 on the place- 
ment of orders on which delivery is 
necessary by the end of 1943. 

“It's impossible for most manu- 
facturers to meet those dates,” said 
the spokesman for a large indus- 
trial association. “We simply can- 
not know by that time what our 
requirements for the next five 
months will be. Producers han- 
dling tanks and aircraft and a 
few other long-time programs can 
do it, but the majority of other 

manufacturers can’t. 

“The confusion is terrific. I’ve 
been calling WPB myself and I’ve 
learned that telephone calls and 
telegrams are pouring into WPB 
from all parts of the country.”

Pilot, 5 Others Wounded but Land 


Battered Fortress on Mountain Side 


Big Bomber Hit in Nose by Shell Over Bizerte, 
Crew Fights Off Five German Planes as 
Ship Loses Altitude. 


By WES GALLAGHER 
ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, Feb. 3 (Delayed) 
(AP).—With two machine gun bul- 
lets in his chest, five other men in 
his crew wounded and German 
fighters slashing at his crippled 
ship, a 22-year-old pilot crash- 
landed his Flying Fortress on a 
mountain side in a great flying feat, 

his bombardier related today. 


The pilot was Capt. Fred W. 
Dallas, 22 years old, Houston, Tex. 
The bombardier who told the story 
was First Lieut. Kermit K. Beahan, 
24, also of Houston and a boyhood 
friend of Dallas. 


It was the fourth crash landing 
for Beahan, who twice made forced 
landings in England and twice now 
in North Africa as a result of en- 
emy actions, both of the latter with 
Dallas as pilot. 

The tale of how the wounded 
pilot, with blood pouring from his 
chest, stayed at the controls, and 
how Elmer N. Berger, 21, waist

Bomber Hit in Several Places.

wounded. The radioman and tail 
a were hit but kept on fight- 
ng. 

I saw tracers coming by my 
nose and watched a Messerschmitt 
109 flash past from underneath, but 
the next time he tried it I was 
ready and gave him 40 rounds,” 
Beahan said. “There was a burst 
of white smoke, followed by black 
smoke, and he went down out of 
sight.” 

Later a British captain on the 
ground reported he saw two Mes- 
serschmitt 109s which attacked the 
Fortress crash in flames, while a 
third disappeared behind a hill, 
trailing smoke, 

By this time the Fortress was 
down 1500 feet and losing altitude 
so fast it was impossible for the 
crew to jump. 


“We were over bad terrain and 
the pilot called us to came up out 
of the nose of the ship,” Beahan 
said, “I still had a parachute on, 
and, trying to squeeze through the 
narrow walk over the bomb-bay, al- 
most fell out through the doors.” 


Pilot Finally Lands Big Ship. 


With no open ground in sight, 
Dallas, swaying with weakness in 
the pilot’s seat, bounced the bomb- 
er off the top of two small hills to 
slow it up and then crash-landed 
it on the side of a mountain, 


“T rushed out to help Dallas, but 

he had managed to squeeze out of 
the shattered ship,” the bombar- 
dier said. “Despite his wounds, he 
was helping the co-pilot out of the 
cockpit, which was on fire. The 
co-pilot’s chute had become entan- 
gled on the seat.” 
Beahan with the rest of the un- 
wounded crew then dragged the 
other injured from the ship into a 
gully where hostile planes could 
not strafe them. 

They were found by a British 
patrol, which had seen the plane 
crash, and were taken to a hospi- 
tal. 

Another bombardier, William C. 
Lewis, 22, of Birmingham, Ala., 
who with 37 operations—ll1_ in 
Britain and 26 here—has been on 
more Flying Fortress missions 
than and other airman in this 
theater, told how on this last mis- 
sion Maj. Joseph A. Thomas of 
Pomona, Cal., brought a Fortress 
with three motors shot out down 
to a safe crash landing on an ad- 
vanced airdrome.

HOUSE VOTES FOR COUNTY 
LIQUOR SALES BY DRINK

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 4.—The 
controversial Crain-Mittendorf bill, 
legalizing sale of intoxicating liquor 
by the drink in unincorporated 
areas of St. Louis County, was 
passed yesterday by the House, 100 
to 31. The bill now goes to the 
Senate. 

If the measure is enacted, St. 
Louis County will become the first 
county in the State in which the 
sale of hard liquor drinks will be 
permitted in unincorporated areas, 
an exception advocated by State 
Liquor Control Supervisor Wayne 
G. Henderson because of the met- 
ropolitan character of the county. 

Henderson had urged passage 0! 
the bill as a means of improving 
liquor law enforcement in St. Louih 
County, pointing out that the coun- 
ty’s grand juries frequently re- 
fused to indict operators of taverns 
in unincorporated districts who 
had been arrested for selling hard- 
liquor drinks. .Grand jurors, he 
said, regarded the present law un- 
fair when it permitted tavern own- 
ers in municipalities to sell by 
the drink and denied that right to 
taverns in nearby equally populated 
unincorporated districts, 


NATION'S ALIEN POPULATION 
DOWN 641,396 IN TWO YEARS 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4 (AP).— 
The nation’s alien residents de- 
clined by 641,396 since the first 
registration was completed two 
years ago and now constitute the 
smallest percentage of the popula- 
tion in history, Earl G. Harrison, 
Commissioner of ’mmigration and 
Naturalization, 
gress today. 

The number of aliens on Dec. 31 
was estimated at 4,280,056, com- 
pared with 4,921,452 at the end of 
1940. Harrison said the total de- 
crease was 718,735 due to depar- 
tures, naturalizations and deaths, 
but new registrations since the 
close of the initial program 
amounted to 77,339. 


Vote to Set Clocks Back in Ohio. 

COLUMBUS, O., Feb. 4 (AP).— 
The Ohio House today passed, 106 
to 26, a bill setting back Ohio’s 
clocks one hour.

T is true that this country and 
| creat Britain did what they 

could to help Turkey build up 

her defenses while, at the same 
time, some military supplies were 
brought in by the Turks from Ger- 
many. 
As long as the Nile Valley was 
threatened and, concurrently, a 
possible Axis break-through to the 
Persian Gulf had to be prepared 
against, the Allies were obviously 
in no position to seid to Turkey 
more than a small percentage of 
the weapons that country needed. 
On the other hand, the Turks 
have been far too wise to become 
dependent for their armament 
needs on the nation from which 
they had most to fear—Nazi Ger- 
many. 

The great victories won by Gen. 
Montgomery and the British 
Eighth Army in Egypt and Libya 
and by the Russians at Salingrad, 
in the Northern Caucasus and 
along the Don bend, have made 
possible a considerable increase in 
Allied aid to Turkey and without 
any serious drain on Allied ship- 
ping facilities. 

Alexandria and Suez are no long~ 
er in danger from an attack via 
Libya and Egypt. The threat of a 
German break-through to the Mid- 
dle East via the Caspian, the Cau- 
casus and the Black Sea has now 
effectively been eliminated. 

For both of these reasons at 
least a portion of the supplies as- 
sembled by the Allies in the Mid- 
dle East and in Egypt can now 
be diverted to Turkey. And. as Tur- 
key is strengthened the door to 
the sole remaining route by which 
Hitler might still get to the Per- 
sian Gulf would be bolted and 
barred — — 


——— Allied Flank. 

N this respect the Adana meet- 
| ne dovetails perfectly with the 

Casablanca meeting which pre- 
ceded it by some days. 

At Casablanca the British and 
American leaders laid down’ the 
lines of the forthcoming offensive 
action to be taken against’ the 
Axis; at Adana an agreement has 
been reached which, at the very, 
least, will enormously strengthen 
the Allied Eastern flank in the 
Mediterranean sector. 

The Adana meeting may have 
the further consequence of ulti- 
mately providing the Allies with 
a base of operations very close 
to the Axis’ flank. But that pos- 
sibility is, as yet, more theoretical 
than practical. For the time be- 
ing we cahnot expect Turkey to 
do other than remain neutral. In- 
deed, a strongly defended neutral- 
ity policy by Turkey meets Allied 
needs in every particular at this 
juncture.

ARKANSAS AGENCY 
BLOCKED AGAIN IN 
POWER POUL CASE 


F PC Examiner Rules Out 
State Utilities Depart- 
ment’s Testimony on 
Rates.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Feb. 4.— 
The Arkansas Department of Pub- 
lic Utilities was seeking again to- 
day to get at least part of its story 
before the Federal Power Commis- 
sion in a last ditch fight against 
what it asserts is unwarranted 
Government encroachment on the 
State’s authority to regulate elec- 
tric rates. 

As an intervener in the commis- 
sion’s investigation of the South- 
electric 
energy sold to the Government’s 
huge aluminum plant at Lake 
Catherine, Ark., the State body has 
taken the position thet any reduc- 
tion in that rate would cause a 
financial loss to utility companies 
operating in Arkansas, ultimately 
imposing a burden on the regular 
users of electric service. 

Thus far the commission’s trial 
examiner, F. A. Hampton, has con- 
sistently ruled out all evidence of- 
fered by the Arkansas department 
undertaking to compare the power 
pool’s rates with rates charged war 
plants by public power agencies, 
including the Tennessee Valley 
Authority. 

Testimony on Costs, 

Testimony which was offered hy 
the State agency, but not admitted, 
was to the effect that public power 
from the Grand River Dam in Ok- 


lahoma, transmitted to the alumi- 
num plant by the REA-sponsored 
Ark-La Electric Co-operative, ac- 
tually is more costly when all ele- 
ments are considered than that 
supplied by the power pool. Ark-La 
and the power pool, composed of 
10 utility corporations, supply ap- 
proximately equal amounts of 
energy, and the direct cost of the 
Ark-La energy per kilowatt hour 
is slightly under six mills as com- 
pared with about 7% mills for the 
pool energy. 

Through ite chief engineer, J. E. 
Flanders; who was a witness yes- 
terday and again today, the utill- 
ties department presented the view 
that the Arkansas Power & Light 


’ 


Co., the pool member which ac- i 


tually delivers the pool energy .to 


the aluminum plant, is not fully|, 


compensated under present rates 
for the cost it incurs, including re- 
turn on special and regular facili- 
ties devoted to the service. Filan- 
ders testified that in his opinion 
about $890,000 worth of facilities 
constructed by Arkansas Power & 
Light for the aluminum plant serv- 
ice were not useful for any other 
purpose. He protested against a 
rate for the aluminum plant which 
would leave any part of the cost 
to be assumed by electric con- 
sumers as a whole. 


Exhibit Excluded. 


Attorney P. A. Lasley for the 
State agency offered an exhibit 
purporting to show that actual | 
cost of electricity supplied by the | 
Ark-La Co-operative exceeds cost 
of current supplied by the power 
pool. This was excluded by Exami- 
ner Hampton, as not properly re- 
lating to the question of fairness 
of the power pool’s rates. 

In support of his effort to com- 
pare the rates, Lasley plaeed in 
evidence a copy of an address by 
Chairman Leland Olds of the FPC 
proposing that public power rates 
should be a guide for rate sched- 
ules of utility corporations, 

Explaining the intervention of 
the Arkansas Utilities Department 
in the hearing, Lasley said its sole 
purpose was to protect the rights 
of the state to regulate rates with- 
in its own boundaries. He assert- 
ed the FPC had no jurisdiction 
over the power pool’s rates to the 
aluminum plant, because that pow- 
er is supplied by the Arkansas 
Power and Light Co., operating 
wholly within the State of Arkan- 
sas. That js, the power supplied 
by other members of the pool is. 
first transmitted to the Arkansas 
company which bills it to the 
aluminum plant. 

Lasley admitted the FPC had 
jurisdiction over rates for power 
transmitted across state lines by 
other pool members to the Arkan- 
sas company. Examiner Hampton 
ruled that the FPC has jurisdic- 
tion to conduct a full investiga- 
tion including the rates at which 
Arkansas Power and Light sells 
the pool power to the aluminum 
plant. 


FRISCO LINE SEEKS AUTHORITY 
TO BUY 20 LOCOMOTIVES

So says a prominent Chi- 
cago orthopedic surgeon, Dr. 
Phillip Lewin. He also is respon- 
sible for the epigram that there is 
such a thing as “foot dyspepsia.” 
A bulging foot is a sign of eating 
too much or a bad heart. It never 
hurt a patient with foot trouble 
to go on a reducing diet or an 
anti-gout diet for a few days. Dia- 
betes more often shows up first in 
the feet than anywhere elise. 


And one. of the most dangerous 
things a diabetic patient can do is 
buy a new pair of shoes. With a 
very few exceptions, there is no 
investment a diabetic can make 
that furnishes more dividends than 
to employ an experienced shoe- 
maker. Shoes come in pairs; feet 
come in two different sizes and 
shapes. At least, if you are a dia- 
betic, teli your shoe dealer that 
you are a diabetic and make him 


give you shoes large enough. 


Besides this, there is only one 
reason that it would be a good’ 
thing*for a diabetic to buy a new 
pair of shoes—in case he or she 
does not know about the diabetes, 
and the new pair of shoes begins 
to hurt, then he May go to a doc- 
tor who will make an examination 
of the urine and find out that the 
diabetes is there. In that way the 
new shoes may do a good turn.

The commonest causes of foot dis- 
comfort are not necessarily in the 
feet. Probably overweight heads 
the list of causes. Then diabetes. 
Then arterial changes. 

Then bad habits. The feet are 
all right, but they get abused. And 
then they hurt. 

It isn’t all from standing or 
walking. Says an orthopedic sur- 
geon;: “More foot troubles come 
from sitting wrongly than from 
walking wrongly.” Short-legged 
persons sitting at a desk or a card 
table on a chair that is too high 
for them, leave their heels off the 
floor and keep the toes turned up 
like a ballet dancer, nail side down. 
Then they thump the toes on the 
floor, putting a strain on the ten- 
don from the heel to the back of 
the foot. , 


It isn’t entirely limited to short- 
legged persons, Look at tense peo- 
ple at a baseball game, sitting on 
the edge of the benches, with only 
the toes touching the floor and

habits can’t be overcome by pads 
or braces or exercises. 


Another faulty sitting posture 
that is common in childhood is to 
sit with the legs folded so that

LONDON, Feb. 3. 

RITAIN’S housewives in the 
B fourth year of the war are fac- 

ing problems that Americans 
may encounter in the near future. 
Feeding families on restricted ‘ra- 
tions, with a constantly decreasing 
list of alternatives, is only one of 
many problems. So many ordinary 
household items have disappeared 
that considerable ingenuity is 
needed to keep a house running 
fairly normally. Heading the list 
is soap, which is rationed. Each 
individual gets four soap coupons 
monthly. These must cover per- 
sonal and household wants. 


A large bar of soap—bath size— 
costs two coupons; a small one, one 
coupon. The smallest size box of 
soap flakes costs”™One coupon and 
a bar of kitchen soap ,one, For a 
household of two persons, where 
sheets and heavy washing are sent 
out, but personal clothing is 
washed at home, that means that 
the coupons are probably spent this 
way: one bar of kitchen, three 
boxes of soap flakes and two large 
cakes of bath soap monthly. 

Ammonia is difficult but possible 


‘to find, but usual water softeners 


like borax and soda are more plen- 
tiful. Where the water is extreme- 
ly hard, as in London, smart 
housewives econonfize on soap by 
using water softeners. 

During this correspondent’s_re- 
cent four-month absence from Lon- 
don, many new items have been 
rationed and all these affect house- 
holders. Dishcloths, towels, sheets 
and curtain materials now must be 
purchased with clothing coupons. 
These all too often eat heavily into 
the individual’s clothes budget. 
Naturally, no one is replacing old 
curtains, but dishcloths, towels and 


sheets need replacement—oftener 


than in peacetime, as the laundries 
are using harsher washing mate- 
rials than formerly, 

Fewer and fewer women here 
are worried by the maid who 
breaks dishes, as there are fewer 
and fewer maids, but breakage 
must be carefully watched. No 
more glasses are being made and 
these had already nearly disap- 
peared four months ago. Cups can

be had, but you take those avail- 
able and» don’t waste time trying 
to match sets. The production of 
china has been cut way downand 
only two out of every four cups 
are being made with handles. 

The repair problem is as acute 
as in the United States and re- 
placement is more difficult. There 
are no electrical appliances to be 
had. Where an electric iron is 
not repairable, old flat irons are 
being resurrected. Vacuum clean- 
ers are used ‘sparingly with old 
carpet sweepers reappearing and 
straight broom work advised in 
order to save cleaners. Floor wax 
is a thing of the past. Worn out 
carpets and linoleum present the 
knotfiest problem. Linoleum is al- 
most unobtainable and is not being 
manufactured. The most ordinary 
type of second-hand carpets is sell- 
ing for $5 a strip.

LL these are the results of the 
A conversion of the vast majority 

of British factories to war pro- 
duction. Stocks’on hand now are 
pretty nearly run out. The same 
thing is likely to happen in the 
United States but sooner than it 
did here owing to our more prodi- 
gal habits and increasi"g demands 
for war produgtion. 

American housewives would be 
advised to take the finest care of 
household items which may not be 
replaceable in six months or a 
year’s time, 

The neat appearance of British 
men and the smartness of British 
women might lead the innocent 
visitor to believe that all the ordi- 
nary amenities of life were plen- 
tiful. But after his original sup- 
plies became exhausted, he would 
begin to wonder how they do it. 


THE OLD CARPET SWEEPER IS 


RE-APPEARING. 


A man would primarily be in- 
terested in shaving equipment. 
Presuming that he has his own 
razor, he will -find shaving soap 
short but obtainable from -his own 
druggist. Like every other item 
that is short, druggists supply 
their own steady customers first 
and seldom have any left over for 
casuals. But razor blades are 
doled out like gold. They are be- 
ing manufactured on the basis of 
one every three weeks. Hence 
everyone has some method of re- 
sharpening his old blades. 

Women’s cosmetics are more dif- 
ficult to obtain every week. The 
present small assortment of com- 
pacts and powder puffs are the 
last to be had here until the end 
of the war, while the manufacture 
of powder has again been cut. One 
lipstick yearly now is being pro- 
vided, Mirrors, tweezers and man- 
icure sets have entirely disappeared 
while nail files are few and bad. 

Old jewelry can still be bought 
for high prices, but no new has 
been made for some time. Costume 
jewelry has practically vanished 
and only very narrow plain gold 
wedding rings are sold. On the 
practical side of life, paper face 
tissues disappeared two years ago 
and women began substituting face 
cloths for removing the decreased 
supply of cold cream. No _ face 
cloths have been made or have 
been discoverable for more than a 
year. Now. old towels are replac- 
ing wornout face cloths, 


In parts of England where the 
atmosphere matches Pittsburgh's, 
the lack of cold cream presents a 
problem, where additionally, the 
water is extremely hard, It is esti- 
mated that by the middle of this 
year women will have one medium- 
sized jar of cold cream every six 
months. | 

The stocking situation here is 
worse than in the United States. 
Silk is rarely obtainable anywhere 
while there never have been Ny- 
lons. Rayons are slightly less good 
than in America and worse fitting. 
A pair of silk stockings cost three 
coupons (the total supply is 60 
coupons for 14 months) and rayon 
two coupons. Many women are 
wearing slacks and socks in order 
to save stockings, but there are 
fewer stockingless among the fair 
sex than might be expected.

British 
housewives mainly through the 
Federation of Women’s Institutes, 
These institutes, existing for many 
years in all towns and villages, 
have attempted to teach house- 
wives the newest and best methods 
of canning, preserving and cook- 
ing. During wartime, they have 
put up thousands of tons of fruit 
and vegetables—-each member be- 
ing permitted to keep a small per- 
centage herself and the rest going 
into the national pool.

South did not succeed in bring- 
ing home his slam contract despite 
the fact that West gave him a fa- 
vorable opening, a low diamond. 
True, the missing cards might 
have been so placed as to make 12 
tricks available, but this would 
have involved a greater share of 
luck than the contract deserved. 
Everything considered, the con- 
tract was not a “legitimate” one, 
and its failure was no more than 
just. 

The fact is that South overbid 
his hand by two full tricks when 
he jumped from four to six no 
trump. His opening two no trump 
bid had been, at best, right on the 
line; certainly he had no “overage” 
when he selected that bid, Thus, 
having “spoken his, piece,’ South 
should have taken no further ag- 
gressive action, regardless of what 
steps his partner chose to _ take. 
Obviously, North’s bids would be 
based tas they should be) to a 
great extent on South's initial two 
no trump bid, i. e., North would 
evaluate his own hand in connec- 
tion with that call and, quite logi- 
cally, assign higher values than 
usual to any honors he might hold. 
In point of fact, North’s bidding, 
specifically his no trump raise (not 
a conventional four no trump ex- 
cept where the Blackwood conven- 
tion is used) was eminently well 
founded. 


Where South went astray was in 
regarding North’s four no trump 
bid as an independent announce- 
ment of great strength, Had North 
held any values substantially in ex- 
cess of those actually held, he 
would not have had to “fool 
around” with a tentative slam try; 
he would have been entirely justi- 
fied in jumping all the way to a 
Slam contract.

strumental in keeping-women in 
touch with the latest recipes and 
means of making rations go fur- 
ther. The test of a'‘really good 
cook, according to these women, 
is her ability to produce good 
meals without the normal ingre- 
dients. Spices, flavorings, lemons 
and other items long ago disap- 
peared, But, more important, from 
the cooking viewpoint, fat has been 
extremely short. 


The weekly individual ration is 
one-eighth of a pound of butter— 
almost always used for the table— 
half a pound of margarine and 
one-eighth of a pound of cooking 
fat. The cooks’ habit of saving 
meat drippings, fish and bacon fat 
brings the ration up, but to far less 
than it would have been in peace- 
time as the meat ration is so small 
and fish so difficult to get. The 
weekly bacon and ham ration is 
one-quarter of a pound. 


The women’s institutes experi- 
mented, together with the Ministry 
of Food, on substitute vitamins. 
These are less interesting to Ameri- 
ca since supplies of oranges, grape- 
fruits and lemons are always avail- 
able there. But here, with few 
oranges brought in—they do not 
even go around to all children 
under five—it was necessary to 
find substitutes. Two are now 
commonly used—turnip jtice, fed 
to babies, and black currant juice. 


Ingenuity and rationing can be 
said to have had only one really 
unfortunate effect on national eat- 
ing habits from the point of view 
of real cooks and that is the great- 
er importance of canned goods, 
Already before the war, women of 
lower income had taken too readily 
to canned foods and thus devel- 
oped lazy habits. 


The women’s institutes and the 
Ministry of food have been trying 
to show women how to use the 
now limited canned goods, particu- 
larly sardines, sausage meat and 
canned fish as flavorings or stuf- 
fing for baked potatoes. Thus, the 
monthly canned-food rations can 
be made to last longer and pro- 
duce more substitute meat dishes,
